SENATORS CONKLING AND PLATT 
RESIGN. 


THEY SEEK VINDICATION FROM 
THE LEGISLATURE. 
AMAZEMENT OF THE SENATE AT THE AN- 

NOUNCEMENT—EXCITEMENT THROUGH- 
OUT THE COUNTRY—A JOINT LETTER 
FROM THE RETIRING SENATORS TO GOV. 
CORNELL—THE PRESIDENT ASSAILED 
FOR HIS NEW-YORK NOMINATIONS. 
Wasnincton, May 16.—The sensation 
created to-day by the announcement of the 
resignations of Messrs. Conkling and Platt 
was not exceeded by any eventthat occurred 
in the most exciting days of the rebellion. 
rhe resignations were entirely unexpected, ex- 
sept by a few Senators who were in the 
recret, and the reading of them in the 
Senate by the Clerk, seemed to stupefy 
sbose Senators on both sides who were present 


it the time. Vice-President Arthur entered 
the chamber a few minutes late, and during the 
services by the Chaplain it was noticed that he 
appeared flushed and nervous. Before the 
Chaplain had finished the usual prayer, how- 
ever, be resumed his usual composure, and 
when the Chaplain had concluded, the Vice- 
President directed the Clerk to read the Journal 
of the proceedings of the last session with as 
much coolness as if nothing was about to oc- 
cur out the regular routine order. The 
Journal Waving been read, the Vice-President 
handed to the Clerk what appeared to be an 
ordinary communication, with the remark: 
‘I am directed to lay before the Senate the 
sommunication which the Clerk will now read.” 
fhe Clerk read as follows: 


WasHineTon, D. C., May 16, 1881. 
Sr: Will you please announce to the Sen- 
ate that my resignation as Senator of the 
United States from the State of New-York 
bas been forwarded to the Governor of the 
State? Ihave the honor to be, with great re- 
spect, vour obedient servant, 
ROSCOE CONKLING. 
To the Hon. C. A. ARTHUR, Vice-President. 


When the Clerk began the reading, Senators, 
aot anticipating anything unusual, were exam- 
jning the letters brought them by the morning 
mail or engaged in conversation, and many of 
them, therefore, failed to understand the exact 
character of the communication. The aston- 
ishment of those who heard the paper read 
was so great that they could not believe it was 
in facta resignation from Mr. Conkling, and 
several requested that the paper might be 
again read. Every Senator seemed at once to 
understand that the paper was one of 
unusual importance, and each sat up- 
right in his chair while the Clerk 
read for the second time. Before they 
pad tims to recover from the astonishment 
saused by the formal announcement of Mr. 
Donkling’s resignation the Vice-President laid 
pefore the Senate a second communication, 
which was read by the Clerk as follows: 


SENATE CHAMBER, May 16, 1881, 
To the Hon. C. A. Arthur, Vice-President: 
Srr: I have forwarded to the Governor of 
the State of New-York 3 resigration as Sen- 
xtor of the United States for the State of New- 
York. Will you please announce the fact to 
the Senate. With great respect, your obedi- 
ent servant, T. C. PLATT. 


The reading of Mr. Platt’s letter seemed to 
break the spell of silence which bound the Sen- 
ste, and each Senator involuntarily turned 
7 his neighbor to ‘expregs surprise at the 
anusual occurrence of two Senators from 
s State retiring from the Senate at 
she same time. Tlie Republicans seemed 
sompletely demoralizd, while the Democrats, 
as they gazed across tue main aisle upon their 
political opponents, sppeared to enjoy their 
niscomfiture. Mr. Hill, of Georgia, was evi- 
dently delighted with the turn thus given to 
the troubles of the Republicans, and sarcas- 
tically remarked, while sitting in his seat, 
that this would be a good time to proceed to 
the election of officers. No attention 
was paid to Mr. MHill’s thrust, and 
the Senate proceeded to business without 
further notice of the resignations of the two 


‘New-York Senators. After Mr. Burnside had 


reported from the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations a resolution in reference to the Panama 
Ship Canal, Mr. Dawes moved to go into secret 
session, which was carried after a brief col- 
loquy between Mr. Dawes and Messrs. Cock- 
erill and Hill. The secret session continued 
for about an hour, when the Senate adjourned. 

The resignations have been the universal 
subject of conversation among all classes of 
people. Republican Senators have very little 
tosay in the way of expressing an opinion 
2pon the wisdom of the act or of the motives 
that prompted it. They all, however, 
express regret that Messrs. Conkling and 
Platt should have deemed it necessary to 
take this extraordinary step. These Senators 
who are regarded as favorable to the Adminis- 
bration, speak of it as an exhibition of petu- 
lance that is unwarranted by anything that 
has occurred, and are inclined to believe that 
the veople of New-York will regard the action 
of their Senators in thus resigning from 
the Senate in this light. It is not ex- 
pected here that Messrs. Conkling and Platt, by 
their resignations, intend permanently to retire 
from the Senate, but that it is their purpose to 
go before the Legislature of New-York, and, 
after submitting the questions that have been 
raised between the President and them- 
selves in reference to the nomination 
of the Federal officers for New-York, 
to ask the Legislature to pronounce judg- 
ment as between themselves and the President. 
It has been alleged that in the contest over the 
New-York nominations the people of New- 
York were in sympathy with the President 
rather than with the two Senators, and, for the 
purpose of testing this feeling, it is believed that 
Messrs. Conkling and Platt have taken this 
method of laying the matter before 
the Legislature, and will ask that 
body to vindicate them by again 
returning them to the Senate. Two weeks ago 
‘t was announced in THE TrMes’s dispatches 
that in the event of the Republican Senators 
deciding to confirm the nomination of Mr. 
Robertson, Mr. Platt would resign his seat in 
the Senate. This announcement was made 
upon the authority of a gentleman to whom 
Mr. Platt himself communicated his intention. 
It was not suspected, however, that Mr. Conk- 
ling intended ta pursue the same course, as no 


intimation of this kind had ever been hinted at: 


by him. 

It appears that the New-York Senators 
agreed last week upon the programme carried 
out to-day, and it is suspected that the 
recent visit of Mr. Platt to Al- 
bany had special reference to prepar- 
ing the Legislature for an election to fill 
the vacancies on Tuesday of next week, that 


being the day on which, under the Jaw, the 


Legislature will be required to proceed to an 
election. At the last meeting of the Republi- 
can caucus, action on the nomination of Judge 
Robertson was postponed on the, special 
appeal of Mr. Platt, and upon his state- 
ment that he had reason to _ believe 
some satisfactory arrangement might be made 
early this week. Finding that there was no 
possible way to prevent the confirmation of 
Judge Robertson, it is believed that Messrs, 
Conkling and Platt determined upon startling 
the Senate and the country by presenting their 
resignations to-day, regardless of what may be 
the action of the New-York Legislature in fill- 
ing the vacancies thus created. 

It is difficult to see how the action of the 
New-York Senators will change the aspect of 
the contest, so far as they are concerned. Im- 
mediately after the Senate adjourned to- 
day the Republican Senators met in 
caucus, and determined to proceed with- 
out delay to the consideration of all 
the nominations now _ pending, or 
that may be sent tothe Senate by the Presi- 
dent this week, and thus close the present ses- 
sion this week. Should this programme be 
carried out, the nomination of Robertson will 
be confirmed before the two vacancies can be 
filled @y the New-York Legislature, and the 
contest that led to the resignations will thus 
be entirely removed. 


After the resignations had been announced 
to-day a rumor was started to the effect 
that Postmaster-General James, Attorney- 
General MacVeagh, and Secretary Lin- 
coln had also resigned, and _ for 
some time those gentlemen were kept busy 
giving denials to these foolish reports. Post- 
master-General James said to-night that he 
had no intimation whatever of the purpose of 
Messrs. Conkling and Platt, and the announce- 
ment of their resignation wasa great surprise 
to him. 

Mr. Conkling’s intention to resign was 
known only to three or four Senators, and 
they were his closest friends. They kept the 
secret so well that none except them- 
selves even dreamed of such a_ thing. 
Senator David Davis, of Illinois, said he 
knew of Mr. Conkling’s purpose a week ago, 
and intimated that he disapproved of it. He 
believed it was a pernicious principle to estab- 
lish, that because Senators from a State could 
not dictate nominations they must resign and 
appeal to their Legislatures for vindication. 
Senator Vest, of Missouri, character- 
ized the action of the New-York Sena- 
tors as a silly piece of business, and 
in his blunt fashion observed that ‘‘ Conkling 
has made a fool of himself.” Nearly every 
Senator approached upon the subject con- 
demned the course of Messrs. Conkling and 
Platt. Some spoke more freely than others, 
but all requested that their expressions should 
not be quoted. Mr. Platt, in conversation 
to-day, before leaving for New-York, said that 
so faras he was concerned, he felt disgusted 
with the condition of affairs, and had no special 
desire to return to the Senate. He referred to 
the shabby treatment received by Republicans 
under President Hayes’s Administration, and 
to the great efforts and hard work of 
the party organization in New-York 
during the last campaign, and now, after hav- 


_ing elected Garfield, to be subjected again to 


the same treatment under this Administration 
was more than he could submit to. Mr. Platt, 
however, hinted that he expected a re-election. 


Senator Conkling’s desk and chair remained 
vacant throughout the entire session to-day. 
It was viewed with deep interest by Senators 
and spectators, Upon the desk reposes a small 
package containing letters and newspapers 
brought by the morning mail, encircled 
by a small band of red tape. Mr. Conk- 
ling’s seat owas spoken for before 
his last election by Senator Hill, of Georgia, 
and if he desires he can now claim it, as by 
his resignation Mr. Conkling’s title thereto is 
forfeited. It is not likely, however, that Mr. 
Hill will press his claim under the circum- 
stances, but if he should he will be entitled to 
the seat. 

The two vacancies created by the resigna- 
tions reduce the Republican strength in the 
Senate to 35, without counting Mr. Mahone, 
thus giving the Democrats a clear majority of 
2 votes. Democratic Senators say that no at- 
tempt will be made on their part to interfere 
with the organization of the Senate as it now 
stands, but that they will proceed with the 
business for which the Senate was convened, 
and having disposed of that they will favor ad- 
journment sine die, 

Early in the evening it became known that 
Senator Conkling’s letter to Gov. Cornell 
would contain a statement of his reasons for 
resigning his seat. A large number of public 
men visited the Associated Press office to learn 
its purport. While giving Mr. Conkling due 
credit for his effort, the general sentiment con-~- 
demning his course remains unchanged. 

Members of the Cabinet expressed great sur- 
prise upon learning of the resignation, but 
none of them seemed to care toexpress any 
opinion upon the matter. Indeed, the action 
was so sudden and unexpected that those 
whose opinions were sought, beyond 
an expression of regret at the probable 
effect which the resignations might have 
upon the immediate future of the Republican 
Party, would say nothing. The President 
learned of the resignations a short time after 
they were presented through the telegraph 
operator at the White House, who caught from 
his wire the press dispatches that were being 
sent to New-York from the Capitol. Mr, 
Platt left for New-York on the 2 o’clock train. 
Mr. Conkling remains in the city, but was not 
accessible to visitors to-night. He rode out 
this evening with Vice-President Arthur, who 
also denied himself to visitors to-night. 

There are some persons who believe that 
Mr. Conkling really intends to retire perma- 
nently from the Senate. A Democratic 
Senator is authority for the statement 
that a short time ago. Mr. Conkling in- 
formed him that he owas tired of 
service in the Senate, and that he felt disposed 
to resign from that body. He is reported to 
have referred to the fact that he had 
made soveral personal sacrifices at the 
solicitation of his party friends, in order to 
maintain his place in the Senate. He had been 
tendered the position of Chief-Justice of the 
United States by President Grant, which 
he declined for party reasons and at 
the solicitation of party friends, and he 
had subsequently declined a very advantageous 
business offer in connection with a law firm 
in New-York for the same reason and upon 
like solicitation. He had become tired of 
the Senate, and particularly since it had 
become apparent that there was a dispo- 
sition on the part of the Administration 
to withhold from him that fair recognition 
and treatment which was accorded to other Re- 
publican Senators, and to which he felt he was 
entitled by his services to and standing 
in the Republican Party. He had no desire to 
be forced to maintain a perpetual warfare with 
his political associates in ardar tosecuze for him-

some favorable opportunity he would retire 
from public life.

THE LETTER OF RESIGNATION. 

A JOINT LETTER FROM THE TWO SENATORS 
GIVING REASONS FOR THEIR ACTION. 

AuBany, May 16.—The following is the 

letter of resignation of Senators Conkling and 


Platt: 
WasuHINGTON, D. C., May 14, 1881. 


Srr: Transmitting, as we do, our resigna- 


tions, respectively, of the great trusts with” 


which New-York has honored us, itis fit that 
we acquaint you, and, through you, the Legis- 
lature and people of the State, with the rea- 
sons which, in our judgment, make such a step 
respectful and necessary. 

Some weeks ago the President sent to the 
Senate, in a group, the nominations of several 
persons for public offices already filled. One 
of these offices is the Collectorship of the Port 
of New-York, now held by Gen, Mer- 
ritt; another is the Consul-Generalship 
at London, now held by Gen. Badeau; 
another is Chargé d’Affaires to Denmark, 
held by Mr. Cramer; another is the mission 
to Switzerland, held by Mr. Fish, a son of the 
former distinguished Secretary of State. Mr. 
Fish had, in deference to an ancient 
practice, placed his position at the 
disposal of the new Administration, 
but, like the other persons named, he was 
ready toremain at his post if permitted to do 
so. <All of these officers, save only Mr. 
Cramer, are citizens of New-York. It was 
proposed to displace them all, not for 
any alleged fault or for any alleged need 
or advantage of the public service, but 
in order to give the great office of 
Collector of the Port of New-York to Mr. 
William H. Robertson asa ‘‘reward”’ for cer- 
tain acts of his, said to have ‘‘ aided in making 
the nomination of Gen. Garfield possible.” 
The chain of removals thus proposed was 
broken by Gen. Badeau’s promptly declining 
to accept the new place to which he was to be 
sent. 

These nominations summoned every mem- 
ber of the Senate to say whether he advised 
such a transaction. The movement was more 
than asurprise. We had been told only a few 
hours before that no removals in the New- 
York offices were soon to be made or even con- 
sidered, and had been requested to withhold 
the papers and suggestions bearing on the sub- 
ject, wrich had been sent to us for presenta- 
tion, should occasion arise, until we had notice 
from the President of his readiness to receive 
them. Learning that the Vice-President was 
equally surprised, and had been equally mis- 
lead, we went to Mr. James, the Cabinet offi- 
cer from our State, and learned that, though 
he had spent some time with the President on 
the morning of the day the nominations were 
sent in, no disclosure of an intention to send 
them had been made to him, and that he first 
knew of the matter by hearsay following the 
event. 


After earnest reflection and consultation we 
believed the proceeding unwise and wrong, 
whether considered wholly in relation to the 
preservation and integrity of the public ser- 
vice and the public example to be get, or in 
relation also to the integrity of the Republican 
Party. No public utterance of comment or 
censure was made by either of us in 
the Senate or elsewhere; on the contrary, 
we thought that the President would recon- 
sider action so sudden and hasty, and 
would at least adopt less hurtful and ob- 
jectionable modes of requiting personal or 
individual service. In this hope, the following 
paper was prepared and signed and presented 
by Mr. James to the President, who was sub- 
sequently informed that you had authorized 
your name to be added also: 

To the President: 

We beg leave to remonstrate against the 
change in the Collectorship at New-York b’ 
the removal of Mr. Merritt and the appoin 
ment of Mr. Robertson. The proposal was 
wholly a surprise. We heard of it only 
when the several nominations involved 
in the plan were announced in the 
Senate. e had, only two days before this, 
been informed from you that a change in the 
Customs offices at New-York was not contem- 
plated, and quite ignorant of a purpose to take 
any ection now, we had no opportunity, until 
after the nominations, to make the suggestions 
we now present. e do not believe that 
the interests of the public service will be 

romoted by removing the present Col- 
ector and putting Mr. Robertson in his stead. 
Our opinion is quite the reverse, and we be- 
lieve no political advantage can be gained for 
either the Republican Party or its principles. 
Believing that no individual has claims or 
obligations which should be liquidated in such 
a mode, we earnestly and respectfully ask 
that the nomination of Mr. Robertson be with- 
drawn. CHESTER A. ARTHUR,

THomas L. J AMES,

This paper was presented to the President by 
Mr. James, on Monday, the 28th day of March. 
Knowing the frequency with which every one 
of the 20 Presidents of the Republic, and mark- 
edly the present incumbent, had withdrawn 
nominations on less serious representations, 
we did not apprehend that such a suggestion 
would be treated as an intrusion or an invasion 
of any prerogative of the nominating power. 
We were disappointed. Immediately the pub- 
lic press, especially in articles and dispatches 
written by those in close and constant associa- 
tion with the President and with an influential 
member of his Cabinet, teemed with violent 
denunciations of the Senators from New-York 
for ‘opposing the Administration” and 
“dictating” to the President. Persons who 
visited the Executive? Mansion reported the 
President resentful and impatient of hesitation 
to “‘advise and consent” to what he proposed. 
We had made, we have made, no assault upon 
anybody. We have at all times refused to an- 
swer questions by representatives of the press, 
or to make complaint or comment, or even 
denial of the many truthless charges published 
against us by the officious champions of “ the 
Administration.” Indeed, beyond confidential 
consultations with brother Senators and of- 
ficials, we have said nothing until now on the 
subject, nor have we, or either of us, ‘‘ pro- 
moted the dead-lock in the Senate” in order to 
prevent or influence action on any nomina- 
tion, nor have we ever so stated. 

Immediately after the nominations. were 
published, letters and telegrams in great num- 
bers came from every part of the State 


from its leading citizens protesting agains’, 


the proposed changes and condemn- 
ing them on many grounds. Several 
thousands of the leading mercantile 
firms of New-York, constituting, we are in- 
formed, a majority of every branch of trade, 
sent us remonstrances. Sixty of the 81 Re- 
publican members of the Assembly, by 
letter or memorial, made objection. Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, State officers, 
business men, professional mem, com- 
mercial, industrial, and political organizations 


.are among the remonstrants, and they speak 


from every section of the State, 
Besides the nominations already referred to,

several citizens of New-York named for 
offices connected with the courts—District 
Attorneys and Marshals. These were all 
reappointments. Most of them had been 
originally commissioned by Mr. Hayes. They 
were certified by the Judges of the courts and 
many other eminent persons, who attested the 
faithfulness and merit of their service and rec- 
ommended their continuance. They were not 
presented by us. We have not at- 
tempted to ‘“ dictate,” nor have we asked 
the nomination of one person to any 
Office in the State. Indeed, with the sole ex- 
ception of the written request set forth above, 
we have never even expressed an opinion to 
the President in any case, unless questioned in 
regard to it. Some days ago the President 
abruptly withdrew in one and the same act 
the names of Gen. Woodford and Mr. Tenney, 
and of the two Marshals. This unprecedented 
proceeding, whether permissible by law or 
not, was gravely significant. The President 
had nominated these officers after they had 
been weighed in the balance. Their offi- 
cial recoras were before him, and had 
been fully scrutinized and approved. It 
must be presumed that he thought the 
nominations fit to be made, and that it was 
his duty to make them. There isno allegation 
that he discovered unfitness in them after- 
ward. It could hardly be that he had discov- 
ered unfitness in all of them alike. What, 
then, was the meaning and purpose 
of this peremptory step? It was imme- 
diately stated, as if by authority, 
and seems to be admitted, that the purpose 
was to coerce the Senate or Senators 
to vote as they would not vote if left 
free from Executive interference.§% The design 
was to control the action of Senators! touch- 
ing matters committed by the Constitution 
to the Senate, and to the Senate exclusively. 
It has been suggested in addition that by re- 
calling these nominations and holding them in 
his own hanas, the President might, inthe event 
of the failure of another nomination, use 
them to compensate that failure. If it 
can be supposed that all these public trusts are 
to .be, or would in any event be made per- 
sonal perquisites, to be handled ard disposed 
of not only to punish independence of 
Senatorial votes and action, but to 
liquidate the personal obligations of any 
individual, however high in station, the con- 
ditions are utterly vicious and degrading, and 
their acceptance would compel the rep- 
resentatives of States to fling down 
their oath and representative duty 
at the footstool of executive power. Follow- 
ing this sweeping and startling executive act 
came ominous avowals that dissent or failure 
to advise and consent would be held an act of 
offense, exposing all Senators, from whatever 
State, to executive displeasure. 


Thus we find ourselves confronted by the 
question whether we shall surrender the plain 
right and the sworn duty of Senators, by 
consenting to what we believe to be vicious 
and hurtful, or be assigned the _ pesi- 
tion of disloyalty to an Administration 
which we helped to bring in and the success 
of which we earnestly wish, for every reason 
and motive which can enter into the case. 
We know no theory, avowed by any 
party, which requires such submis- 
now exacted. Although 
party service may be fairly considered in 
making selections of public officers, it can 
hardly be maintained that the Senate is bound 
to remove without cause incumbents merely 
to make places for those whom any individual, 
even the President or a member of his Cabinet, 
wishes to repay for being recreant to others 
or serviceable to him. 

Only about two years ago, the Senate ad- 
vised that Gen. Merritt be appointed Collector 
at New-York. It is understood that among 
the Senators who so advised was Mr. 
Windom, now Secretary of the Treasury 
and head of the department whose 
subordinate Gen. Merritt is. Another Senator 
known to have given this advice was Mr. 
Kirkwood, now Secretary of the Interior. It 
is said that, like the Postmaster-General from 
our own State, these Cabinet officers were 
not taken into consultation touching the 
removal of Gen. Merritt, but their sworn 
and official action as Senators is none 
the less instructive. That the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the late Administration up to 
its expiration, less than 10 weeks ago, ap- 
proved Gen. Merritt as an officer is well 
known, and it is nowhere suggested that 
any citizen had petitioned for his removal 
or that official * delinquency on his part 
is the reason of it. In the place of an experi- 
enced officer in the midst of his term fixed by 
law, it is proposed to put a man who has had 
no training for the position, and who cannot 
be said to have any special fitness for its offi- 
cial duties. In the inaugural of President 
Garfield, delivered on the 4th of March, stand 
these words: 

‘‘ The civil service can never be placed on a 
satisfactory basis until itis regulated by law— 
for the good of the service itself, for the pro- 
tection of those who are intrusted with 
the appointing power, against the waste of 
time and obstruction to the public business 
caused by the inordinate pressure for place 
and for the protection of incumbents against 
intrigue and wrong. I shall at the proper 
time ask Congress to fix the tenure of the 
minor offices of the several executive depart- 
ments, and prescribe the grounds upon which 
removals shall be made during the terms for 
which incumbents have been appointed.” 

How good the distinction is which would 
make major officesa prey to ‘‘intrigue and 
wrong,” and shield ‘‘ minor offices” from like 
havoc, and whether the Collectorships of the 
country should belong to the exposed or to the 
protected class need not be decided here. 
Assuming Gen. Merritt to be an officer of 
average fitness and honesty, it might be 
reasonably argued that all Senators should 
with alacrity advise his displacement by a man 
of obvious superiority. Possibly it might be 
said that all should advise the selec- 
tion in Gen. Merritt’s place of a 
man who, without superior fitness, had ren- 
dered his country, or even his party, con- 
spicuous and exalted service. The case 
in hand does not belong to. either 
of these two classes. The vocation of 
Mr. Robertson and his legislative and 
professional experiences and surroundings do 
not denote superiority in the qualities, the 
knowledge, business habits, and familiarity 
with the revenue laws and system of 
the United States, which might make him 
more competent than Gen. Merritt to collect 
the vast revenues and administer the vast busi- 
ness pertaining to the Port of New-York. Cer- 
tainly he cannot in this respect be held an ex- 
ception to rules of right and consistency on 
which the Constitution and laws have placed 
the public service. We know of no personal or 
political service rendered by Mr. Robertson so 
transcendent that the Collectorship of New- 
York should be taken, in the midst of a term, 
and given to him as recompense, 

Mr. Robertson is reported by the New-York 
Tribune to have declared that his nomination

delegate to the National Convention. If Mr. 
Robertson in his action was influenced by a 
sense of duty, if he voted and acted his honest 
convictions, it is difficult to see what claim he 
has for any reward, not to speak of such great 
reward. The action of which an estimate 
is thus invited is understood to be this: Mr. 
Robertson and 69 other men accepted from 
a State Convention a certain trust. They 
sought and accepted the position of agents or 
delegates to the National Convention. The 
State Convention deciared a plainly 
stated judgment and policy to be ob- 
served and supported by those it com- 
missioned. To this declaration all selected as 
delegates gave implied consent. But several 
of them, in addition, made most specific per- 
sonal pledges and engagements to exert them- 
selves in good faith throughout to secure the 
nomination of Gen. Grant. They made this 
pledge as the means of obtaining their own ap- 
pointment as delegates, and they did, as we 
both personally know, obtain their seats in the 
National Convention upon the faith of their 
personal statements of their earnestness and 
fidelity. The obligation thus assumed we un- 
derstood to involve integrity as much as the 
obligation of one who receives the proxy of a 
stockholder in a ‘corporation upon the 
pledge and promise to vote as his 
principal would vote.~Whether Mr. Robert- 
son was or was not himself bound not onlv 
by honor and implication, but by expressly 
giving his word, becomes quite immaterial in 
view of theclaim made for him. It is insisted 
that he “‘ organized the bolt,” or, as it has been 
sometimes stated, ‘‘he was the leader of the 
bolt.” This is to say that he invited, per- 
suaded, induced others whom he knew 
had given their word and had _ ob- 
tained their seats by doing so, to 
violate their word and betray not only the 
Republicans assembled in State convention, 
but the Republicans of their districts as well, 
who had trusted in their honor. Whoever 
counsels and procures another to do a dishonest 
or dishonorable act must share with that other 
the guilt, and should share, also, the odium 
justly attaching to it. 

We are, therefore, wholly unable, upon 
whatever ground we put it, to see justification 
for ourselves, should we become parties to 
using the public trusts which belong to the 
people to require such service in such modes, 
But the appliances employed to effect results 
set up new standards of responsibility, and in- 
vade, as we believe, the truths and principles 
on which the separate and co-ordinate branches 
of the Government stand. A Senator has his 
own responsibility. He is amenable to his 
State and to the body of which he is a mem- 
ber. He is bound by his oath to “advise 
and consent’? on his conscience and 
judgment before God. Whatever or who- 
ever else may constrain him, he is 
to be exempt from Executive menace or dis- 
favor on the one hand and Executive induce- 
ment on the other. Long standing on the 
orders of the House of Commons has been a 
declaration that a member shall suffer expul- 
sion who even reports the wishes of the execu- 
tive head of the Government to influence the 
votes of members. The British Constitution 
is not more jealous than ours in this regard. 

To give advice, and honest independent ad- 
vice, as to an appointment proposed is as 
much the right and duty of a Senator as it is 
the right or duty of the President to propose 
the name. Be his advice one way or the 
other, it is no more an act of disrespect or 
treason to the nominating power than the 
verdict of a juror or the decision of a Judge. 
The idea that the Senate is simply to find out 
what is wanted and then do it, we cannot be- 
lieve safe or admissible, and thus far no party 
has dared or descended to set up such a test of 
party fidelity or allegiance. 

In this instance such prominence has been 
given to the subject, and such distrust has been 
expressed of the correctness of our positions, 
that we think it right and dutiful tosubmitthe 
matter to the power to which alone we are 
bound and ever ready to bow. The Legisla- 
ture is in session, it is Republican in majority, 
and New-York abounds in sons quite as able 
as we to bear her message and commission in 
the Senate of the United States. 

With a profound sense of the obligation we 
owe, with devotion to the Republican Party 
and its creed of liberty and right, with rever- 
ent attachment to the great State whose inter- 
ests and honor are dear to us, we hold it re- 
spectful and becoming to make room for 
those who may correct all errors we have 
made, and interpret aright all duties we have 
misconceived. We therefore inclose our resig- 
nations, but hold fast the privilege, as citizens 
and Republicans, to stand for the constitution- 
al rights of all men and of all representatives, 
whether of the States, the Nation, or the peo- 
ple. We have the honor to be, very respect- 
fully, your obedient servants, ;

CHANGING THE BATTLE-FIELD, -

‘‘HALF-BREEDS” DELIGHTED — THE

- AuBany, May 16.—About noon to-day a 
little notice, written in pencil on a piece of 
brown paper, was posted. upon the bulletin- 
board at the Evening Journal office announc- 
ing that Senators Conkling and Platt had 
resigned their places as members of the 
United States Senate. The news spread with 
wonderful rapidity and created a startling ef- 
fect wherever it was received. The inclina- 
tion in most places was to discredit the report 
utterly, and todemand confirmation of the news 
as something incredible and intended as a hoax. 
At the hotels, the few Republicans who had 
staid over Sunday or had arrived by the 


early morning trains went about seeking 
further and correct information. They had 
not long to wait, for inquiry at the Govern- 
or’s office soon settled all disputes beyond per- 
adventure. 

A special messenger, said to be Marshal 
Louis F. Payn, had arrived from Washington, 
bearing to Gov. Cornell not only the letters of 
resignation of Senators Conkling and Platt 
but a long joint letter of explanation intended 
for the Legislature and the public. Havin 
read the dispatches and being satisfi 
that the resignations were serious and 
positive, Gov. Cornell sent the letter of 
explanation to be printed and prepared a mes- 
cage with which to transmit the resignation 
and explanation to the Legislature. There 
was no time to be lost, if the places of the 
New-York Senators were to be filled, for 
in order to have the elections occur within 
a week, under the provision of the Revised 
Statutes prescribing that an election shall 
take place the second Tuesday after notice has 
been served upon the Legisiature, it was im- 
perative that both houses should be informed 
of the existence of vacancies to-night. 
Mr. Payn had a long talk with Gov. Cor- 
nell, and later in the afternoon several 
State officers, Speaker Sharpe, and Clerk John- 
son called upon and consulted with him. He 
may bave confided his. opinion of the 
situation in confidence to these tle- 
men, but all others who him 
to expression to his views he 
confided nothing. Soon after noon’ the trains 
axriving from north. south, and west brought

That contest be- 
tween different Republicans was felt to 
be a tame and spiritless affair compared with 
that other contest to come which the resigna- 
tion of Conkling and Piatt made necessary. 
The Robertson Republicans, or the ‘ haif- 
breeds,” as they rather proudly call them- 
selves, were at once delighted and 
frightened. No stalwart could see more 
distinctly than they to what a perilous crisis 
the party had been brought. The men who at 
alate hour had not received possible confirma- 
tion of the resignations were slow to believe 
that the information was true to-day. Chiet- 
Judge Folger, alighting from a train, 
casually asked, ‘‘What news?’ A friend 
answered: ‘‘Senators Conkling and Platt 
have resigned this morning.’’ The Judge 
stared incredulously, and simply replied, ‘‘ It 
is not possible,” and then, having been con- 
vinced that the report was true, prudently de- 
clined to give an opinion as to its meaning or 
effect. That he was deeply concerned there 
was no chance for doubting, for no man has 
watched the progress of events at Wasnington 
with graver solicitude. 

When Senator Woodin and several other Re- 
publicans from Auburn came in, they received 
the news with every manifestation of de- 
light, and in Senator Wagner’s room 
they held a jubilee reception over wha 
they regard as the political death of 
Senator Conkling and Senator Platt. 
It was to little purpose that they were re- 
minded that they had only recently assisted at 
the election of Senator Platt. They made 
merry over his ‘‘ downfall,” as they spoke of it, 
with much keener zest than they had congratu- 
lated him in the parlor of the Delavan after 
his election in January. Senator Woodin was 
outspoken in his views. ‘‘ Well, those Senators 
have got tired of staying at Washington; 
say they want to come home. Let ’em 
come. They were drawn in line, made 
a fight, and, having presented to them- 
selves the alternative of murder or sui- 
cide, have _ selected hari-kari as a means 
of terminating their political existence. I 
don’t see what they wanted to doit for. It’s 
just like the performance of two boys at 
school.’? The remark was made that the Sen- 
ator had voted for Conkling. ‘‘ Yes, I did, 
and when I voted for him I felt 
as if I wanted some one to kick me.” 
It was also i that he had voted for 
Platt. ‘‘ Yes, [I did, and the same longing to 
be kicked accompanied that act. I’ve fad 
my wish several times since voting for 
both Senators. Vm having my _re- 
venge now every day. I can’t for 
the life of me see what is to be gained by this 
course. The injured Senators ought not to 
have considered a vindication at the hands of 
the Legislature as an expression of the views 
of the people of the State. This Legisla- 
ture was not elected with reference to 
any such contingency, and it ought not 
to be forced to consider it or assume the re 
sponsibilitv extended to it.”’ 

At the State Hall, among the State officers, 
there was an insane desire to know what the 
reasons of the New-York Senators could 
be. In the meantime, they gave opinions 
more or less guarded or free, according to the 
political preferences of the men. Bank Super- 
intendent Hepburn, who is a Platt man anda 
warm supporter of the Governor, said: “ It 
seems to me, knowing nothing more than I do, 
without having seen the reasons for resign- 
ing, that it’s childish and unnecessary. 
I can’t make out its meaning.” In 
the Secretary of State’s office, Col. Anson 
S. Wood, Deputy Secretary of State, and a 
Republican whose position has been one of 
great friendliness to the Administration, said: 
“Tam glad. I ama Garfield man, an Admin- 
istration man. If the fightis one against the 
Administration, I want to see the President 
stick. If he don’t, but gives up to the dicta- 
tion of a few men who insist upon dictating his 
course to him, I never want to hear his name 
mentioned afterward. I cannot see what is to 
be gained by Senators Conkling and Platt. 
Setting aside the well-known fact that this 
Legislature was not chosen to electin such a 
contingency, it can hardly be expected that 
the men who elected Platt will be willing to 
vote for him again if he is to be a candidate. 
A vote to retire them to private life ought not 
picts s sone i Controller Wadsworth con- 
tented himself with declaring the action of the 
Senators to be ‘the merest child’s play and 
tomfoolery.”’ 

In the Delavan House, during the afternoon, 
men gathered in groups and talked the matter 
over excitedly. Mr, Robertson and the Ad- 
ministration men were outspoken in expressing 
their satisfaction, but the Conkling men were 
cautious toadegree. Mr. Skinner, of Jefferson, 
one of the leading ‘‘ halfbreeds” in the House, 
accepted the raillery of his friends, who twit- 
ted him with having voted for Platt, with en- 
tire equanimity, and regarded the prospect of 
anew election with equanimity. ‘‘ You can 
put me down asa Republican every time,”’ 
said he, ‘‘but I don’t believe we want to elect 
either of these Senatorsagain. Irecall just now 
the fact that when I was a shaver at schooland 
happened to get licked and went home to tell 
of it, that I got a whipping fortelling. It 
seems to me that this running home of 
Senators to complain of their treatment 
at Washington is contemptible.”” Mr. Duguid, 
of Onondaga, came into Senator Wagner’s 
room during this afternoon, delighted beyond 
control at the events at Washington. ‘‘ We 
have got a chance to be manly for once, and I 
hope will show that we have capacity to act 
like men.” 


There was a great deal of impatience to hear 
what reasons the resigning Senators had given 
to the Legislature, and it having become gener- 
ally known that their letters were to be readin 
the Senate and Assembly at to-night’s session, 


both houses were filled at the opening 
hour. The Assembly contained a large 
number of State officers and politicians 
of low degree, who thronged the aisles and 


Spaces about the Speaker’s desk. Just after 


@ opening prayer, which seemed to 
be unusually long and tiresome, the 
Senate adjourned, and the Senators and 
visitors to the upper branch poured into 
the Assembly, adding greatly to the dense 
crowd. Theprivate secretary of the Governor, 
Mr. Abell, sat by the bar of the House 
with several veto Messages and a large 
roll of manuscript under hisarm. When the 
Journal had been read and approved, he pre- 
sented his Messages. Three of them were 
vetoes, which were read by the Clerk, 
and then the House became so still 
that not a word Clerk Johnson said 
was lost as he proceeded to deliver the jan- 
nouncement of the resignation of Senators 
Conkling and Platt. The letter of explanation, 
recounting the facts leading up from 
the [State Convention to the withdrawal 
of the nominations of Woodford, 
Tenney, and the two Marshals, was 
listened to with profound attention. Not a 
syllable was missed. The effect upon the mem- 
bers was various. The ‘half-breeds’’ 
looked happy. the ‘‘stalwarts’”’ serious 
or indignant, while the Democrats 
were pleased and indifferent by 
turns. As soon as the Message and letters 
were read, the hum of talk on the subject 
began and was kept up without much 
regard for the regular business of the 
House. Among those who were present in the 
chamber at the time the Message was read 
was Superintendent of Public Works Dutcher. 
He regarded the situation as extremely un- 
fortunate, unpleasant, and complicated, and 
did not care to venture anything further. 
Mr. Congdon, Chairman of tha Judiciary 
Committee of the Assembly, who voted for 
Sherman 8S. Rogers in the caucus, said: ‘I 
don’t know but I shall have to go the 
whole hog again, but I think it a 
pretty strong draft on the Republicans in 
this State. If Conkling and Platt are to be re- 
elected, hereafter Republicans are to take 
Conkling as an unfailing guide, and stand by 
him right or wrong. It don’t seem to be alto- 
gether good to adopt a plan of that kind.” 

Senator Forster, being asked what he 
thought of the resignations, said: ‘“ Well, I 
think Mr. Platt resigned because he 
had become convinced that he was unfit 
for the position. As to Mr. Conkling, 
he has simply done a characteristic act. He 
saw another opportunity to repeat what he 
has been doing all his life, attitudinizing him- 
self before the people—posturing before the 
public mirror.’’ 

Senator Loomis said he had not yet seen 
what he considered a good reason for their 
resignation, and in the absence of any other 
reason he took it for smran | thas 
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neither of them desired to remain longer in 
ublic life. At all events, he was not in 
avor of re-electing them to positions that they 
had just thrown up without cause.” Senator 
Wagner said it was the most ridiculous thing 
that had ever occurred in public life. Ag 
for re-electing, that would be still more ridicu- 
lous. He would not dare to go back to his con- 
stituents if he were to vote to re-elect either of 
them under the preseut circumstances. He had 
already received two or threetelegramsfrom bis 
constituents. One which he showed to THs 
TIMES’S correspondent closed as follows: “‘ The 
Republican Party can now congratulate itself 
on getting two Senators in Congress instead 
of one.” Senator Lynde said it was a surprise, 
and added, “This is a day of surprises.” Fur- 
ther than this he did not care to express an 
opinion. Senator Pitts said they had acted 
like a couple of silly school-boys, but if they 
wanted to be retired from public life he for 
one was perfectly willing to retire them. 
Senator Birdsall said the resignations were 
childish, absurd, and ridiculous. He was not 
in favor of forcing them back into public life, 
and should not vote for the re-election of either 
of them. 

Senator Lord said: ‘‘ The muddle is worse 
than ever now. The situation is embarrassing 
for many reasons. Some of the Conkling 
men here have Administration constituen- 
cies behind them, and it is a question 
whether they dare vote toretern these men. 
It looks to me like childishness, and is perilous 
in view of the fact that it gives the Democrats 
an opportunity to reorganize the Senate. Per- 
haps that’s a part of Conkling’s plan, how- 
ever.”? Marshal Payn is confident that both 
Senators will be re-elected by as la 
& majority as that given to Senator 
Platt, and perhaps by an increased vote. 
He looks to the Crowley men to support both 
Conkling and Platt, and says that it 
is clear that with the 26 votes which 
Crowley had and the vote which came 
to Platt without solicitation, it will 
be easy to elect the present Senators. Speak- 
er Sharpe, on the contrary, intimates that 
both the Senators mean that their resie 
nations shall be final; that Senator Conk- 
ling has recently said that he did not 
see how he could stand four years of this Ad- 
ministration and that Senator Platt had 
several times declared his willingness 
to resign. Mr. Charles E. Dennison, of 
Utica, believes the caucus will decide to 
re-elect Conkling and Platt. The disposition 
of some of the half-breeds to prevent the 
election of either of these men is ex- 
pressed in the suggestion, made bv 
one of them to-night, that possibly enough of 
the opponents of Conkling and Piatt would re- 
main away from the caucus and convention to 
prevent an election. The viewof Mr. Matthew 
Hale is that ‘‘the business is mere child’s 
play. The notion that the constitutional pro- 
vision as to advice aud consent of the Senate 
means that the New-York Senators shall dic- 
tate appointments is absurd. We should elect 
two Republicans, I care not whether they ba 
half-breeds or staiwarts, who will attend ta 
business at Washington, and not attempt ta 
direct politics in this State.” 

The Democratic Senators are in a quandary. 
Their sympathies are all with the “ half- 
breeds.” But the new turn that the 
quarrel has taken by the resignation 
of Conkling and Platt has inspired some 
of them with a hope that it may be made the 
means of bringing grist to the Democratic mill. 
None of them in either house will vote to re 
turn Conkling or Platt to the Senate, but they 
throw out hints that if the ‘* half-breeds” 
want their votes to help them beat 
the stalwarts, they ought to give 
them the short-term Senator. This the 
*‘ half-breeds” will not do under any circum- 
stances, and itis by no means certain that 
they can elect theirown men without the aid of 
the full Democratic vote. If they cannot get 
this, rather than see Conkling and Platt re- 
elected they will vote to adjourn with- 
out electing Senators at all, and 
turn the election over to the next Legis- 
lature. This, they say, will enable Conkling 
and Platt to make their appeal to the people, 
where, the ‘‘ half-breeds’” feel confident, 
they will be beaten. The Democrats will 
readily join them in disposing of the 
matter in this way, for théy wouid have strong 
hopes of carrying the next election sure, ow- 
ing to the divisions that would invariably fol- 
low in the Republican Senatorial and Assem-. 
bly districts.

THE FIGHT BEGUN AT ALBANY. 

ADJOURNMENT OF THE STATE SENATE BE- 
FORE NOTICE OF THE RESIGNATIONY 
WAS RECEIVED. 

Aupany, May 16.—The Senate met at 8 
o’clock this evening, and after prayer by the 
Chaplain a motion was made and carried toa 
dispense with the reading of the journal. Mr. 
Woodin then moved that the Senate adjourn. 
Mr. Sessions occupied the chair by request of 
Judge Robertson, .who was not present, 
and he put Mr. Woodin’s motion to 
vote and declared it carried. Loud calls 
were made by two or three Conkling 
Senators fora count, but the Chairman paid 
no heed to thera, and declared the Senate ad- 
journed. The yeas were undoubtedly in the 
majority when the motion was put, but a 
count might have changed it. Senators 
Lynde, Braman, and one or two others of 
the more pronounced ‘‘stalwarts” were very 
indignant at what they called a “ trick,” and 
expressed the opinion somewhat boisterously 
that the ‘‘half-breeds’ would not gain any- 
thing by it. 

There is no doubt that the sudden adjourn- 
ment was prearranged by a few leading anti- 
Conkling Senators, although there was ne 
general consultation about it. The reason they 


give for their action is this: They say that the 
stalwarts, under the advice of Mr. Conkling, 
had arranged a plan to get a snap judgment ot 
the Legislature on the propriety of Conkling 
and Platt resigning their offices without 
giving the people of the State time to be heard 
on the subject. The law provides thatin the case 
of a vacancy occurring in the office of United 
States Senator during the session of the Legis- 
lature, the two houses shall proceed to fill the 
vacancy on the second Tuesday after they 
are given notice of the vacancy. The pro- 
gramme of Mr. Conkling was, they say, 
to have the Legisiature given notice by 
the Governor this evening, which would 
require the election to take place a 
week from to-morrow. Meantime, all the 
Conkling and Platt‘ forces were to be sum- 
moned to Albany immediately and prosecute 
the — for the re-election — the two Sen- 
ators without giving members an opportunity 
to consult their constituents upon the situation. 
As an evidence that this was the programme, 
they point to the fact that Marshal :Payn 
and one or two other leading Conkling 
men appeared here to-day, even before the 
resignation of Messrs. Conkling and Platz 
was known, and are loud in their demands 
that the two Senators must be re-elected. The 
sudden adjournment of the Senate prevented 
that body from receiving official notification 
of the resignations this evening, and therefora 
the election cannot now take place before two 
weeks from to-morrow, which will afford time 
for an expression of opinion by Republicans 
im all parts of the State as to the propriety of 
re-electing Messrs. Conkling and Platt. 

In 10 minutes after the adjournment the 
Governor’s private secretary arrived in the 
Senate Chamber with the document trans- 
mitted to the Governor tendering the resigna- 
tions. Some of the ‘‘stalwarts” are claiming 
that the notification to the Assembly is suffi- 
cient, but the general opinion is that a notice 
to one House only would not comply with the 
intent or letter of the law. ‘his action of the 
Senate has caused almost as much com 
meat this evening as the resignation of the 
Senators. The ‘stalwarts’? denounce it in 
unmeasured terms; the ‘“ half-breeds’’ call it 
““headicy off the enemy,” while the Demo- 
crats and other indifferent spectators say it 
wasa ‘‘smart trick.” A leadin anti-Conk- 
ling Senator, in speaking of it, said that it wag 
no more than fair that the Republicans of tha 
State should have a chance to make their opin- 
ions known concerning this whole matter.

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LIEUT. CHERRY MURDERED. 
——_———————— 
KILLED BY A SOLDIER UNDER HIS COMMAND 
WHILE PURSUING DESPERADOES. 

CuIcaGo, May 16.—A dispatch from Fort 
Niobrara, Nebraska, May 13, by way of Neligh, 
Neb., says: On May 10, Lieut. Cherry, of the 
Fifth Cavalry, with eight men and five Indians, 
was ordered by Major Upham to pursue and 
capture a party of four robbers, headed 
by Charles Johnson, a deserter from. the 
Fifth Cavalry, who had attacked a party in a dance 
hall and killed a half-breed named John Bodeaux 
and severely wounded a white man. Lieut. Cherry 


rode in pursuit the entire day, and, losing 
the trail, camped at Sharp’s ranch, 25 miles 
north-west of the post. The next morning 
he divided- his command and started éast, 
to reach the rations sent to meet him from the 
post. About 10 o’clock, while riding along, with 
Sergt. Harrington on his: right hand and Thomas 
Locke and James Conroy in the rear, a shot was 
fired from behind, and Lieut. Cherry, turning 
around, saw Locke with a pistol in his hand, 
which he retended had gone off _acci- 
dentally. When asked what it meant, Locke 
immediately leveled his pistol and shot Lieut. Cher- 
ry through the heart, killing him almost instantly. 
Locke then turned and fired at Conroy, at whom 
he had directed the first shot, wounding him and 
knocking him from his saddle. Sergt. Harrington, ac- 
cording to his own statement, seeing his officer shot 
down and ‘a body of men rapidly approaching 
whom he believed to be desperadoes, but who were 
in fact a party under the leadership of Bodeaux’s 
brother, fled and, after riding down his own horse 
and Lieut. Cherry’s, which had followed him, 
reached the post at 9:30 o’clock. Locke put spurs 
to his horse and escaped. 

When the news reached the post Capt. Montgom- 
ery. with his company of the Fifth Cavalry, pro- 
ceeded at once to the scene of the tragedy and 
sent Lieut. Cherry’s bodyin. Lieut. Cherry was a 
graduate of West Point. not more than 30 years 
old, and had already achieved a brilliant reputa- 
tion as a soldier and _ frontier fighter and 
in the engagement at Milk River, Col., Sept. 29, 
1879, between the Ute Indians and three companies 
of cavalry, under command of Major Thornburgh. 
After the death of Capt. Payne he displayed great 
courage and high soldierly qualities. He and Capt. 
Lawson saved the command from annihilation. He 
Was a man of fine stature, 6 feet in height and well 
built, and was engaged to be married to a young 
lady of a distinguished Pennsylvania family. The 
motive of the man Locke is not known, and the 
whole affair hasa look of mystery. The conduct 
of Spotted Tail, who remained at the post, and of 
the Indians he sent with the troops has been dad- 
mirable.

STEAMER SUNK AT NEW-ORLEANS. 

New-Orurans, May 16.—The British steam- 
ship Gresham, 1,690 tons register, Capt. Gibbs, 
cleared for Hamburg on Saturday with 77,-

FRANCE’S POLICY IN TUNIS 


> 
ENGLAND AND ITALY EXCITED 
ABOUT THE TREATY. 

FRANCE ACCUSED OF PERFIDIOUS CONDUCT 
—HARSH CRITICISMS OF THE ENGLISH 
PRESS—THE ITALIAN CRISIS—A DISSO- 
LUTION OF PARLIAMENT DEMANDED. 

Lonpon, May 16.—A dispatch from Paris 
says: ‘‘The Télégraphe, which has hitherto 
been accurately informed, declares that in no 
case can Bizerta be left vacant for others to 
oceupy.”’ 

A dispatch from Vienna says: ‘‘ England 
was inclined to join Italy in offering an inter- 
national protest, but owing to the attitude of 
the other powers the step was abandoned,”’ 

A dispatch from Paris says: ‘‘It seems cer- 
tain that France, influenced by a desire to 
allay the impressions produced in England by 
the conclusion of the Tunisian treaty and to 
show the price she sets on the maintenance of 
friendly relations with England, is disposed to 
make real concessions in the commercial ques- 
tion within the limits imposed by the known 
disposition of a majority of the Chamber of 
Deputies.” 

The Daily News says: ‘If some day Gen. 
Breard’s triumphs should result in France 
having on her hands at thesame time an inter- 
national war and an African rising, she will 
have herself to thank.” 

The Times says: ‘‘ The text of the Franco- 
Tunisian convention provides, not so much 
for the admission of French, as for the exclu- 
sion of all other influence. The clauses provid- 
ing for the supression of the Internationgl and 
Financial Commissions appear peculiarly offen- 
sive. The advantages gained by creating 
European surprise will hardly compensate for 
the damage done to French diplomacy by the 
lack of straightforwardness.”’ 

The Standard says: ‘‘We must go back to 
the Spanish marriages for a parallel to the bad 
faith of France. it is plain that France has 
the assent, or rather the connivance, of Prince 
Bismarck, but he is joey incapable of the 
naked and clumsy falsehoods which preceded 
the chastisement of the Kroumirs. Three 
empires see it to their interest in ignoring the 
most barefaced violation of public law perpe- 
trated in our time, and the consequent disrup- 
tion of the European concert reduces our 
Government, on Mr. Gladstone’s well-known 
principle, to impotence. It is quite certain 
that if Italy felt herself strong enough she 
would declare war before 24 hours are past.” 

Ths Morning Fost characterizes the conduct 
of France as perfidy and an unblushing false- 
hood. 

The Daily Telegraph says: ‘*It is impossi- 
ble for Englishmen to regard without distrust 
this new proof of the readiness of French 
statesmen to disregard the candor of treaty 
rights. ”’ 

Some Paris papers reply angrily to the Eng- 
lish criticisms on the Franco-Tunisian treaty. 
The Journal des Debats savs: ‘* Nations, like 
individuals, must be allowed their tits of ill- 
humor. France has studied her own in- 
terests without prejudicing those of 
others. Had she gone a_ step further 
she would not sensibly have diifered 
from England, whose militant policy she is 
imitating, but in a milder and less startling 
fashion.’’ The Temps twits England with en- 
couraging ltalian pretensions which would 
not otherwise have gonesofar. If England 
and italy meant no barm, they were impru- 
dent in leaving at Tunis such Consuls as Mr. 
Reade and Signor Maccio. The oo we 
Francaise upbraids England and Italy for 
leaving France to her fate in 1870, and dis- 
claims aggressive designs, but insists on the 
right of France to defend her frontiers and 
her honor. 

A Vienna correspondent says: ‘‘ The Franco- 
Tunisian treaty has created a very unpleasant 
feeling here. The interests of Austria are not 
directly touched, but there are misgivings as 
to the ultimate results of such preceedings.” 

Lonpon, May 16.—A dispatch from Rome 
says: ‘The version of the Franco-Tunisian 
treaty as published in Rome, and mentioned 
in these dispatches of Friday last, was tele- 
graphed here by Gen. Cialdini, italian Am- 
bassador to France. Relying on its moderate 
terms, Premier Cairoli resolved. to remain in 
office. When, however, it was found on Satur- 
day that the contents of the treaty went even 
beyond what the pessimists predicted, the irri- 
tation reached its climax, and, as debato in 
the Chamber would have resulted in a hostile 
vote, the Ministry resigned.” 

Rome, May 16.—Signor Sella demands that 
the King permit the dissolution of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. The King is conferring with 
Signer Farini, President of the Chamber, be- 
fore deciding. 

Pakis, May 16.—Not a voice has been raised 
in the Senate or Chamber of Deputies in criti- 
cism of the Tunis affair. 

Telegraphic orders have been issued to oc- 
cupy Tunis in consequence of the Bey’s tele- 
gram to the Porte. 

Gen. Forgeno! telegraphs from Tunis as fol- 
lows: ‘* Two battalions of rifles, while march- 
ing on Sunday upon Ben Metir, were opposed 
by the natives. The French had eight wounded. 
The native loss was heavy, and they retired to 
the north-west. Gen. Delebecque will pursue 
hem to-morrow.”’ : 

Lonpon, May 17.—A Tunis dispatch, dated 
Monday, says the population is much agitated. 
The entry of the French troops is hourly ex- 
pected. The native troops have been ordered 
to peacefully give way.

THE IRISH LAND PROBLEM. 

MR. GLADSTONE ANNOUNCES THAT HE IS 
WILLING TO ACCEPT REASONABLE 
AMENDMENTS. 

Lonpon, May 16.—Mr. Gladstone was 
somewhat inidisposed, and, therefore, opened 
the night’s debate on the Land bill in the 
House of Commons instead of speaking 
later. He pointed out that charges of con- 
fiscation had been leveled against almost 
every beneficial measure of the Govern- 
ment. He did not admit that the bill con- 
tained anything approaching confiscation, and 
therefore was not prepared to admit any 
plea for compensation. He said he had 
never known so iarge a measure debated 
for so long a time with so few_serious 
points brought into discussion. Relative 
to the objection that tenants only are 
able to appeal to court, Mr. Gladstone said the 
Government was prepared to consider, 
committee, any proposal to 
right to landlords.

EBEN WRIGHT’S ESTATE. 


FOUR DIFFERENT WILLS FILED IN THA 
REGISTER’S OFFICE. 

Harwicu, Mass., May 16.--The now some- 
what famous Eben Wright will case is before the 
Probate Court {n Barnstable County. To-day the 
case was to have come up, and it was given out 
tbat there was to be a contest, the members of the 
Wright family being represented by prominent 
counsel, and the interests of Gen. Whittier, to 
whose wife the bulk of the large es 
tate is bequeathed by the latest will, is 
being cared for by Sidney Bartlett. 


To-day there appeared a stranger at Har. 
wich with a sealed package which he de 
sired to file in the case. He was vers 
mysterious in his conduct, refusing to give 
his name or the parties for whom he acted, or te 
converse with interested parties, and appeared 
a anxious that the contents oi 

i package shonid not become knewn 
The Register, however, insisted that’, \the 
package must be opened and examined before hé¢ 
could give a receipt for it, and when opened an¢ 
filed he ruled that they were open to inspection. 
They consisted of four now wills and fom 
codicils. Tne documents show many and marked 
changes, and bear out the assertion that 
has so frequently been made that the 
wealthy bachelor was indeed a peculiar and 
eccentric person. These four wills and codocilgs 
were all made since the close of 1877. The first, 
bearing date of Dec. 28, 1877, and executed at Na- 
hant, was that recently published. The next will 
bears date of Feb. 10, 1879. In this the daughters 
of T. Jefferson Coolidge, instead of receiving $10,000 
each, asin the will of 1877, are made the residuary 
legatees, in place of the Home for Aged 
Men, which by this will receives no legacy. 
The nephew, Eben Wright, is cut down from 
$20,000 and accumulated interest payable March 
13, 1897. to $5,000, payable at that date. Other 
legacies, including that of $5,000 to Benjamin Hol- 
laday, are omitted, and there are several 
other minor changes. The next will was made 
in July, 3879. It is full of erasures and in 
terlineations, and is  finallv canceled alto 
gether. In this will he first gives Mrs. Whit: 
tier $10,000. This is afterward marked out and 
$20,000 substituted. The Executors are directed 
to select $10,000 from the stocks and accumulate 
the income until his nephew, Eben, reaches his ma: 
jority, and then pay over thefundtohim. Then 
this provision tor the lad is carefully erased by 
drawing a pen through each line of the section. 
The Executors are next directed to pay 
John Harvey Wright, the brother of the testa: 
tor, an annuity of $2,000, and other small annuities 
are provided for, and then the whole is all marked , 
out withink. Other annuities to his sister and 
other nephews are made and left unchanged. The 
erasures and interlineations in the remaining por. 
tion of the will are so many and frequent that 
the real intent of the testator is obscured, 
and, finally, the signature itself is :marked 
out, the word “ cancelled” being written across 
itin purple ink. In the margin is also written, 
‘*New will Feb. 8, 1880." No will of that date, 
however, is filed, but one is filed dated Feb. 5, 1880. 
The principal feature of this willis that the resi- 
due of the estate, after sundry small legacies to 
relatives and the legacy to Mrs, Whittier, remain- 
maining at $20,000, is left to Eleanora daughter of 
T. Jefferson Coolidge. The will makes no provi. 
sion for the nephew, Ebea, or the brother, John 
Harvey Wright. 

In less than two weeks after Mr. Wright made a 
codicil to this will, in which he makes very marked 
changes. He gives his nephew Eben and two other 
nephews $5,000 each; to his nephew John R. 
Wright, $100,000, to be paid in five years; to 
his two sisters, Esther F. and Mary, $25,000 
cash, also to be paid in five years, and to Capt. E. 
R. Moody, of Liverpool, England, $5,000. Various 
small bequests are made to others and to Mrs, 
Whittier $50,000 and his Summer property at Buz: 
zards Bay are given. This codicil was made at 
Palatka, Fla., on Feb. 24,1881. Mr. Wright made a 
second codicil which he says is not intended te 
cancel but to affirm the preceding. codicil. It pro- 
vides as follows: 

‘* Mrs. Elizabeth Whittier, $50,000 in addition to 
the sums named in all former wills, which will 
make the total she is to have frora my estate $100,- 
000; she is to have no more money from my estate, 
{‘money’ underscored.] ihavein my iast codicil] 
given to Mrs. Whittier $50,40U and my estate at 
Buzzard’s Bay. I expect to seli said property, and 
have offered it to said Mrs, Whittier by telegram 
and asked her to send forme to execute the sale 
and I hape the said deed will reach Palatka in time 
for me to execute it, and the said Mrs. Whittier is 
to get possession of said property at Buzzard's Bay 
in any event, either by deed or sale and convey: 
ance, gift, or otherwise.” 

This codicil also gives to Cornelius N. Bliss, ot 
New-York, $20,000 in addition to a prerceny 
given in a codicil dated March 1, 1881. The testa- 
tor revokes his bequest of $100,000 to his nephew, 
John R. Wright, and directs the payment to him 
of an annuity only of $2,000. Healso directs that 
there shall be no_ sureties required of 
the Executors of this will, and requests 
that if the Judge _ insists upon them 
the beneficiaries sign a petition that they be not re- 
quired, the penalty for refusing to sign being the 
loss of whatever the will gives the person 80 re- 
fusing. He adds: “I request my Executors to 
carry the case to the Supreme Court for a final 
decision. I have written so much about 
sureties because the Probate Judge of Essex 
County annoyed me about my father’s will 
by ordering sureties of $1,000,000, which made the 
beneficiaries angry, and cost them about $75,000 in 
Executors’ commissions.’’ This codieil is the last 
of the papers filed by the mysterious stranger. 
The last will now before the court. and which turns 
the bulk of the property to Mrs. Whittier, is dated 
March 16, 1881. This was first published just after 
Mr. Wright's death, and is now to be contested.

ILLEGAL ACTS OF JURORS.

A CASE OY BURGLARY IN WHICH A JURY WAS 
SET ASIDE. 


Two vouths named Daniel R. Hunting and 


Victor Le Huray wero placed on trial in the General 


Sessions Court last week ona charge of burglary. 
The case was rather a remarkable one. On the 3d 
inst. Mrs, Elizabeth Fogwill, who occupies the 
front parlor of No. 3 Perry-street, went out, leaving 
a diamond ring, an amethyst ring, two pairs of ear- 
‘rings, and other jewelry,on the bureau, which stood 
against folding doors} separating the front and 
back parlors. On returning Mrs. Fogwill found 
that her jewelry was missing and discovered that 
the cord, which constituted the only fastening to 
the folding doors, had been tampered with. Sus- 
picion fell on Hunting and Le Huray, who occupied 
the back parlor, and they were arrested on Mrs. 
Fogwill’scomplaint. The same day Special Agent 
Brackett and Inspector Sherman, acting on informa- 
tion given them by Hunting and Le Huray, Visited 
Mrs. Fogwill’s rooms and seized about 500 cigars 
and a Japanese screen Which that lady had brought 
off.a bark just arrived from the Philippine Islands, 
With the Captain of which she was acquainted. 
On.-the trial of the case, Assistant District Attorney 
Lyon claimed that the prisoners had given informa- 
tion to the revenue officers in order to cover up the 
larceny. On the other hand, Mr. William F. Kintz- 
Ing, who defended the prisoners, claimed that Mrs. 
Fogwill would never have made the charge of lar- 
ceny if the prisoners had not communicated with 
Capt. Brackett and Inspector Sherman. None of 
the stolen property was found on the prisoners, 
and opinion as to their guilt or innocence was 
pretty evenly divided. 

The case on both sides was closed on Friday 
evening, and Recorder Smyth was to have charged 
the jurv yesterday morning. At the opening of 
court Mr. Kintzing overheard one of the jurors 
say that he had visited the scene of the alleged 
burglary on Saturday, and after. examiniong the 
place was convinced that the prisoners had not 
testified tothetruth. He at once communicated 
with Mr. Lyon and Recorder Smyth, and it was 
found that Mr. John E. Hoagland and another 
juror had examined Mrs. Fogwill’s rooms during 
the recess of court. Capt. Swift, foreman of the jury, 
admitted that such was the case. The Recorder said 
that such action on the part of individual members 
of a jury was improper andillegal. The jury could 
only examine the scene of the alleged offense as a 
body in the custody of an officer, and with the con- 
sent of the prisoners. The case, he said, could pro- 
ceed no further, being a mistrial. His Honor 
ordered that a juror be withdrawn, and remanded 
the prisoners to await another trial. Mr. Hoagland 
explained that he had acted in perfect good faith 
in the matter, supposing that as a juryman he had 
the right to visit the premises.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, tn this region, fair weather, 
continued cool north-east to south-east winds, 
and rising barometer. 


How far the resignations of Senator 
Puatr and Senator ConKuiine fail to pro- 
duce a distinct and effective impression of 
any kind on the public mind may be gath- 
ered from the interviews and dispatches in our 
columns thismorning. Every possible opin- 
ion as to the motives of the Senators, as well as 
the consequences of their sudden move, will 
be found expressed. At Albany their action 
seems to have puzzled equally their followers 
and their opponents. In the breast of State 
Senator Woopin it produced a painful 
recollection of his desire to be “ kicked”’ 
for having voted for Messrs. ConKLING and 
Piatt, and of the since frequent gratifica- 
tion of that desire. Others, friendly to 
the Senators, admitted that they had 
acted like ‘‘school-boys.’”’ In Washing- 
ton a general disposition was shown 
to promptly dispose of pending nom- 
inations, and to adjourn, leaving the 
New-York Senators entirely out of the 
question. In this City the most com- 
mon sentiment was impatience and dis- 
gust that the State should have been 
made the laughing-stock of the country 
by the childish display of temper on the 
part of its Senators. Some effect was an- 
ticipated on the sensitive feelings of Wall- 
street, but, as a prominent bank officer re- 
marked, Senator ConELING’s’ views and 
actions have never had much weight in 
financial circles. 


The latest estimate of the amount of gold 
in this country, made by the Director of the 
Mint, places the total at $520,000,000, of 
which $256,000,000, or nearly one-half, is in 
actual circulation. The remainder, in form 
of coin or bullion, isin the reserves of the 
Treasury and the national banks. Mr. 
BurcwarD estimates the amount of gold 
which has gone into circulation in the 
last 23 months (since July 1, 1i879,) 
at $140,000,000, while $59,000,000 has 
been added to the bank reserves. 
This is a very remarkable showing. 
It demonstrates with the greatest clear- 
ness the advantages of a wholly sound cur- 
rency all possessed of real value, and it 
ought also to teach the extreme danger of 
tampering with such a currency when 
once established. We have already seen how 
a depreciated paper money kept gold from 
our shores, and depreciated silver would, 
with equal certainty, drive away that which 
we have now obtained. It is to be hoped 
that when Congress meets again it will 
promptly repeal the Silver law, which is 
now the most serious menace to the ex- 
traordinary prosperity of the country. ; 


Among the confirmations made by the 
Senate at its session of yesterday was that of 
the nomination of Mr. Ricnarp A. ELMER, 
of this State, to be Second Assistant Post- 
master-General, vice BRapy, resigned. This 
is another step in the reform of the Post 
Office Department, and one which bids fair 
to have the most fortunate results. - Mr. 


Etmer brings to his difficult work the 
trained energy of a successful business 
man, as well as solid qualities of char- 
acter. His selection was in accordance 
with the policy that placed Mr. James at 
the head of the department, and he will 
give the most effective aid to the latter gen- 
tleman. His task is by no means an easy 
one, The office of which he takes charge 
has been a nest of corruption for a long 
time, and it will probably be found that con- 
fusion in its records has been resorted to 
to make investigation difficult and fruit- 
less. | The working force of the office 
is, also, necessarily defective at im- 
portant points, since no _ responsible 
officer in it can have remained ignorant 
of the pervading system of fraud that has 
been carried on. But if the Attorney-Gen- 
eral is allowed to do his whole duty in the 
premises, opportunity for many changes 
will be made by the courts. The substitu- 
tion of Mr. Eimer for Brapy is a great 
point gained.

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
made a report last Winter in which the 
Monroe doctrine was fulminated at the 
Panama Canal scheme, but the House neg- 
lected to adopt the committee’s report or 
pass its resolution. The Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations has long had 
the same subject under consideration, 
and yesterday Gen. BURNSIDE succeeded in 
getting its report in. It embodies a resolu- 
tion declaring that the Government of the 
United States ‘‘asserts that its consent is a 
necessary condition precedent to the execu- 
tion of any such project, and also as to the 
rules and regulations’? under which the 
canal shall be used. The French com- 
pany at Panama is likely to encounter more 
formidable obstacles than the absence of this 
“‘necessary condition precedent,’’ and it is 
doubtful whether the time will ever come 
for elucidating the meaning of the phrase 
‘*as to the rules and regulations,” &c. We 
are anxious, however, to see the Senate drop 
its “wrangle on matters of domestic inter- 
est,’? and ‘‘ stand shoulder to shoulder’ by 
adopting this extraordinary report of its 
Committee on Foreign Relations. 


The gossips of Washington, at a loss to 
fully express the astonishment into which 
their little world was thrown yesterday by 
the resignation of tue New-York Senators, 
relieved their feelings by predicting various 
tremendous consequences sure to follow 
this momentous event. Among others, 
they invented the resignation of Post- 
master-General James. Nothing could 
be more absurd. Whatever Messrs. Conx- 
LING and PLatT may think to be their duty, 
that of Mr. Jamus is wholly independent, 
and is quite important enough to command 
his undivided attention. It would un- 
doubtedly add considerably to the effect 
of the Senators’ latest move if it could be 
supposed to involve the breaking up of the 
Cabinet, but, as a matter of fact, it can only 
result in relieving Mr. JameEs of all possible 
embarrassment. He undoubtedly under- 
stands the opportunities and the re- 
quirements of the position he holds 
too well to think for a moment 
of entangling himself in the petty and 
ridiculous political comedy that Messrs. 
CoNKLING and PxLatT have put upon the 
stage. He has only to continue the work he 
has so well begun to make for himself a 
record that will long outlast that of either 
or both of these gentlemen. 


A POLITICAL STAGE STROKE. 


In politics, as in art, a great climax de- 
mands a fitting prelude. An ignoble di- 
lemma does not lend itself readily to a heroic 
solution; apetty struggle over patronage and 
place cannot be appropriately waged with 
weapons which ought to be held in reserve for 
contests which have a continent for their 
theatre and a nation for spectators. When 
one of the leaders of a great political party, 
a man who has received, and in some meas- 
ure deserved, all the public honors short 
of the very highest which his fellow- 
citizens had to bestow, a man who 
claims a species of {primacy among his peers 
and exercises an acknowledged lordship 
over a host.of political vassals—when such 
a man deliberately surrenders the trust 
which he has received from the people 
while as yet two-thirds of his term of service 
remain to be filled, itis natural to expect 
that the emergency should be worthy of 
the act. When his course is imitated by an 
associate who has a distinct political person- 
ality of his own, and whose public ca- 
reer showed many signs of diver- 
gence from that of his former pa- 
tron, and when by such a course of 
action, as startling as it is unprecedented, 
the voice of the State of New-York is made 
to resound throughout the country in angry 
protest against the policy of an Administra- 
tion which but for the vote of this State 
would have had no existence, it would seem 
as if we had closed the first act of a 
political drama whose second could be noth- 
ing less than the impeachment of the Presi- 
dent or the disruption of the party. And 
yet, as the curtain falls on the carefully 
posed figures of Messrs. Conxkiine and 
Piatt casting their Senatorial robes from 
them and appealing to the arbitrament of the 
power which makes Senators and Presi- 
dents, there-is audible only the multitudi- 
nous echo of the puzzled query, What 
does it all mean? For actors interpret- 
ing an unfamiliar play in a foreign 
tongue this would be but a dubious 
triumph; for politicians dealing with sub- 
jects perfectly familiar to their audienc2 it 
is as uncomplimentary as a chorus of 
groans. The American people have a keen 
and ready sympathy for the heroic element 
in politics; they have an equally quick 
perception of the mock heroic. The 
statesman who prepares for them a thor- 
oughly dramatic surprise will captivate 
them; the politician playing at statesman- 
ship who is merely stagey will hardly suc- 
ceed in furnishing them with more than 
mild amusement. 

The representatives of the State of New- 
York in the United States Senate evidently 
intended to formulate a challenge and 
a defiance to the Administration. 
They have merely penned a_clum- 
sy apology for an _ act equally 
without precedent and without excuse. It 
is quite possible to place avery low estimate 
on the motives which actuated the President 
in making a vacancy in the Collector- 
shin of this- port im order to re- 


ward the real or assumed services of a 
personal adherent and yet to refuse either 
approval or respect for the reasons alleged 
by Messrs. Conkiine and Puarrt for their 
resignation. There is no written law, and 
certainly no unwritten precedent which 
ought to be sustained, that entitled the 
Senators from this State to demand 
that they should be consulted before 
the nomination of a new Collector of 
Customs in New-York. If Mr. GaRFIELD’s 
previous action led them to expect such 
courtesy, that was merely a proof of his 
weakness, not a demonstration of the 
rights which they claim. If the nomina- 
tion itself was as unfit as it was un- 
called for, that was but one blunder the 
more for the President, not a fresh apology 
for their usurpation. Their ‘‘advice and 
consent’”’ are demanded simply as members 
of the Senate, not as dispensers of the 
Federal patronage of the State. When 
they had used in the Senate all the legitimate 
weapons of opposition to a nomination 
of which they disapproved, their whole 
duty was done; when they attempt to raise 
to the dignity of a national issue 
the claims of Senators from any 
State to be consulted in advance 
about any and every nomination made 
for Federal offices in their State they only 
escape contempt through their unconscious 
helpfulness in exploding the very fiction 
which they seek to harden into an extra- 
constitutional limitation on the exercise of 
the powers of the Executive. 


Whatever force there may be in the pro- 
test of the Senators against the withdrawal 
by the President of one set of nominations in 
order to compel or to discount action on 
another set-—a course equally irreconcila- 
ble with law or dignity—is more than 
offset by the weakness of their main 
indictment. If the President has weak- 
ened his hold on the support of his party 
and the respect of all who can perceive the 
difference between the chicanery of the ward 
politician and the resolute consistency of the 
statesman, it is because he has attempted to 
meet the New-York Senators on their own 
level. It may lie with people whose ideal 
of the public service is one which these Sen- 
ators have derided and maligned to call 
the President to account for a most un- 
worthy and foolish act; for the purposes 
of the present discussion, it certainly does 
not lie with the Senators. It is refresh- 
ing to hear Messrs. Conkiine and PLATT 
refer with scornful disdain to a distinc- 
tion ‘‘ which would make major offices 
a prey to ‘intrigue’ and wrong and 
‘shield’ minor offices from like havoc,’ 
and it may be hailed as a fresh demonstra- 
tion of the fact that the welfare of the 
party demands as obviously as_ the 
interests of the public an unwaver- 
ing adherence to the well-established 
principles of civil service reform. But, 
short of a frank acceptance of these princi- 
ples, the attack of the Senators on the Presi- 
dent and his nominee for Collector of the 
Port has no ground to stand upon. 


The verdict of the Legislature can settle 
little save the respective strength of the two 
factions of the Republican Party of this 
State. It would be an abuse of language 
to call the submission of the question 
to a Republican caucus of _ both 
houses an appeal to the people. A Legisla- 
ture elected with deliberate reference to the 
issue which has been raised between the 
Senators and the President might have 
some claim to be considered the expo- 
nents of the popular verdict on the 
entire case. But even then the case 
would have to be properly presented. If 
the people were called upon to choose be- 
tween the vindication of the ‘‘ courtesy of 
the Senate’’ and the right of the Executive 
to use one of the most important offices 
under the Government for the reward of a 
political time-server, we imagine that they 
would, with considerable emphasis, refuse to 
give their approval to either. 


THE FRUITS OF LOG-ROLLING. 


Whenever that dishonest measure known 
as the River and Harbor Appropriation bill 
is before Congress, its supporters, if they say 
anything, invariably argue that it is a meas- 
ure which is imperatively demanded by pub- 


lic interests. ‘‘The development of inland 
commerce’”’ is the phrase oftenest on the lips 
of the advocates of the bill, asa whole. In 
the annals of Congress, probably, there is no 
such fustian as that paraded in support of the 
river and harbor appropriation. When in- 
dividual items are criticised, the Congressman 
representing the district in which the money 
for that particular ‘‘improvement’’ is situ- 
ated flies to the rescue with burning zeal. 
He wants to know if the great and rich 
Government of the United States is so nig- 
gardly as to refuse a paltry one hundred thou- 
sand dollars for the development of the vast 
but slumbering resources of the section of a 
State which he represents. It usually hap- 
pens, however, that Congressmen do not de- 
scend to particulars in their unscrupulous 
advocacy: of the great steal, for such it is, 
Glittering generalities are sufficient for the 
measure asa whole. The policy of permit- 
ting no meddling with details is usually suc- 
cessful. 

The sorry part of the business is that the 
constituents of these dishonest (or disingen- 
uous) Congressmen, if they do not urge their 
Senators and Representatives to make inor- 
dinate demands, do quietly approve their 
course. One of the arguments employed by 
a West Virginia newspaper, devoted toa 
certain candidate for re-election to Congress, 
last year, was that he had secured for his 
district several hundred thousand dollars 
to be expended in so-called improve- 
ments of waterways. This was pointed 
to asa noble record, and as an act worthy of 
all commendation. The people who approve 
this foolish expenditure know very well that 
the money has been obtained under false 
pretenses. They, better than anybody else, 
know that thousands of dollars spent in dig- 
ging and dredging in streams that never 
were and never will be navigable are thrown 
away, so far as any real return for the in- 
vestment is concerned. Yet, it is a matter 
of pride and congratulation with the citizens 
of the locality nominally benefited that they 
have secured a very large slice of the appro- 
priation of the public funds. 

In looking over the documents brought to 
light by the exposure of the postal frauds, 
one cannot fail to be struck by the fact that 
the conspirators relied upon a debauched 
public sentiment to sustain them whenever 


their nefarious schemes should be attacked. 
As in the case of the river and harbor bene- 
ficiaries, the people nominaliy served by the 
‘‘expedited’”’ star routes were expected to 
indorse and applaud whatever was done in 
this direction by the manipulators of profit- 
able postal contracts. It is not in human 
nature to refuse a daily mail where a weekly 
service has hitherto been maintained. Al.- 
though the mail matter transported along 
the route may be inconsiderable in quantity 
and unimportant in character, the mere fact 
that small and widely separated settlements 
have mail facilities far beyond their real 
needs is gratifying to local pride. When the 
extravagant administration of Mr, Brapy 
was assailed in Congress, the ready reply 
was that the public interests demanded these 
extraordinary expenditures, just as the pub- 
lic interests had always demanded many 
millions for the pretended improvement of 
rivers and harbors. And when Brapy 
threatened, if his deficieneies were not made 
good, to cripple the postal service generally, 
there was something like a panic among 
Congressmen. They were afraid of their 
constituents. 


Ex-Senator Dorsry is quoted as saying. 
since the curtailment of the star service, 
that the people along the diminished lines 
will raise a storm of indignation at this 
abridgment of their mail privileges. It 
may be a violent assumption on Mr. Dor- 
sEY’s part that there are enough people 
along these routes to make any consider- 
able storm. But this threat, and more of 
the same sort, shows how implicitly the 
schemers have depended upon a wrongly 
guided public opinion to sustain them in 
time of need. The men who are perpetually 
planning in Congress for extravagant out- 
lays of public funds have, to some degree, 
educated public sentiment to regard with 
complacency lavish expenditures, so long 
as their own selfish interests appear 
to be advanced. It is a striking illustra- 
tion of the decay of public virtue 
that this is the fact. During the 
decline of the Roman Republic, the men 
who spent money (usually stolen from the 
people) in erecting costly structures for the 
public use, or in expensive amusements for 
the multitude, were prime favorites, certain 
of re-election to office. Thieving contract- 
ors and promoters of dishonest postal 
schemes have made much money out of the 
star route service. But the people may say 
that the money has been spent ia developing 
the resources of their region of country. If 
this support of the conspirators fails them, 
they will be, indeed, friendless. The lesson 
should not be lost upon honest Congressmen. 
The cry that commerce is in danger if the 
Government does not open sluice-gates in 
the Treasury and let the fertilizing streams 
of gold flow forth, will be heard again, and 
many times. Perhaps this plea will lose its 
force when men recollect that it was the use 
of this argument which has kept in power 
for years a ring of plunderers and sharpers. 


THE MERCANTILE LIBRARY ELEC- 
TION. 


The election of officers and Directors of 
the Mercantile Library at Clinton Hall to- 
day is an unusually important one. Accrisis 
seems to have arrived inthe affairs of the 
institution. For ten years it has steadily 
declined, and if the current is not stemmed 
now it is hard to say what the result will be. 
The management seems to recognize this, 
for in place of re-electing themselves, as 
usual, they have acknowledged errors in 
the past, and have yielded to the opposition 
what the opposition showed an intention 
and ability to take for itself—a fair repre- 
sentation on the Board of Directors. Ac- 
cordingly, there will be but one ticket—a 
composite one—to-day, and the independent 
movement will have no way of expressing 
itself beyond voting for the four Directors 
nominated by their committee and scratch- 
ing the rest of the ticket. Manifestly, this 
method even, if used, affords a most im- 
perfect measure of their strength, for the 
report of the committee, which will doubt- 
less be generally followed, indorses the re- 
mainder of the ticket as also worthy of sup- 
port, the most objectionable portion of the 
old Directory having been dropped. 


But it should not be inferred from this 
that the opposition has done its work. The 
time of criticism has passed and the time 
for performance has come. The members of 
the library havea right to look to the new 
board, and espécially to the new element of 
it, for a policy which shall restore to the 
library its old prestige. It is not possible to 
refer here to the details of management 
which call for change, and which interest 
actual members alone, but mention may be 
made of a few broad points which concern 
as well that large portion of the public which 
might be drawn to the library as the seven 
thousand and more persons who do actually 
use it. In the first place, it is influentially 
questioned whether the projected removal 
from Clinton Hall to Thirty-seventh-street 
and Broadway is really advisable. That plan 
must be credited, for good or ill, to the 
Clinton Hall Association, which has 
been publicly charged, without denial, 
so far as is known, with having 
shamefully mismanaged the purchase of the 
up-town site. That locality is certainly bet- 
ter situated as regards casual passers-by, but 
the down-town site is the more accessible 
for those who start to reach it. It is better 
situated as regards the elevated roads, and 
a cross-town horse car line passes the door. 
The old plot is a commanding one, in the 
heart of what is becoming a bookish district, 
near the Astor Library, Society Library, 
and Cooper Institute. Finally, and espe- 
cially, it affords perfect lighting facilities, 
and is owned by the association, while the 
up-town site is burdened with a tremendous 
mortgage. A new building on the old site 
is thus immediately feasible, while the re- 
moval up town must be postponed to the 
end of several critical years. As a corollary 
to the quandary thus brought about by the 
action of the Clinton Hall Association, the 
suggestion is frequently made that the two 
associations—which ought to be identical in 
interest and united in action—should be 
made so by consolidation. 

Another point of principle on which a dif- 
ferent stand should be taken is in the char- 
acter of the books bought. The present 
mode of procedure, is, we believe, quite 
novel. The purchasing power—there seems 
to be some question as to who exercises it— 
simply buys the books the members ask for. 
This evidently saves at once all trouble in 
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discriminating among the flood of books 


which pours from the modern press, and 
also answers the most pressing present de- 
mands. How satisfactory the result may 
prove when looked at down the per- 
spective of the future is another ques- 
tion. The Astor Library increases in value 
every year, and will do so to the end 
of time, but it is disheartening to 
think of the accumulation of rubbish 
which incompetent management has been 
piling on the shelves of the Mercantile. 
There is also another aspect in which this 
point may be viewed besides the purely ma- 
terial and economical one. A library of 
character may fairly be looked to to set up 
a standard of taste, and at least to do noth- 
ing inimical to good morals. But the Mer- 
cantile has failed in both points. The flood 
of worthless fiction is bad enough, but the 
fraction of French filth is worse. Not 
merely lovers of literature, but husbands and 
fathers, have aright to look for reform in 
this particular. The point is admitted by 
the management, but their one reply 
is: “‘This is a popular library; we 
live by subscriptions; if we do not sup- 
ply what the people ask for we 
shall starve and die.’ There are those 
who would be willing to stand or fall on just 
that issue, not to mention that experience 
has shown the present policy to be unsuc- 
cessful. But it may be fairly questioned 
whether the result would be as bad as antic- 
ipated. Some members, many members, 
would drop off, but others would be gained 
in yearly increasing numbers. Thus, the 
financial deficit chargeable to this account 
might be endurable, while the gain to the 
library in the respect of the community 
would be incalculable. 


Obviously, the first and least step toward 
reform in the selection of books is to enable 
the members to choose their managers wher- 
ever they can find them best. To be sure, it 
is by no means certain that the members will 
choose wisely, but in a country of universal 
suffrage that point may be waived. It might 
seem as though to state the proposition be- 
ginning this paragraph were to prove it. 
And yet there are those who would be glad 
to see a return to the old methods, who 
would be glad to have the title of the library 
again become descriptive, who would like to 
see the ‘‘ Mercantile’”’ strictly a library run 
by clerks for clerks. For ourselves we fail 
to grasp the idea of what a mercantile 
library is. A lawyers’ library, a doctors’ 
library, even a library for scientific men, we 
can apprehend—and insignificant and abomi- 
nable things they are, apart from their one 
narrow use, in the eyes of all friends of 
broad culture. But a mercantile library, 
unless it is to be confined to treatises on com- 
merce and accounts, must be precisely such a 
library as people in general want to use. The 
library has surpassed its founders’ expecta- 
tions and outgrown the boundaries set by 
them. A step forward is desirable, but a 
return to their methods would be a step 
backward and a fatal one. A beginning has 
been made, and there is reason to believe 
that the advantage will be followed up. 
Harmony is restored, the progressive ele- 
ment is represented, useful criticism has 
been made and will be heeded, and the 
promise for the future is brighter than it has 
been for several years. Public attention has 
been called to the library by its dissensions, 
and public support may be expected to re- 
turn in proportion as it is deserved. 


THE AUTOMATIC UNDERSHIRT. 

In the Spring—though Mr. Trnnyson 
has omitted to mention it—the fancy of men, 
whether old or young, gloomily turns to 
thoughts of undershirts. It is the season 
when the question of discarding the thick 
undershirt of Winter and putting on the 
thinner garment appropriate to warm weath- 
er forces itself upon every man’s attention, 
and no matter how it may be answered, the 
man always has reason to regret his course. 

Most prudent men wear flannel during 
the Winter, and when the first warm day of 
Spring arrives they find the flannel an un- 
comfortable burden. The impulse to change 
it for the lighter and cooler merino is very 
strong, and 83 per cent. of our male popula- 
tion—as is asserted by careful statisticians— 
yield to it. Now, itis almost morally cer- 
tain that a hot day in early Spring will be 
followed within two or three days by a cold 
north-east rain-storm. The effect of this upon 
the man who has ‘‘changed’’—to use the 
technical language of learned washerwomen 
—is very disastrous. He finds himself at- 
tacked by pneumonia, rheumatism, or any 
one of half a dozen other serious diseases, 
and to agreat extent he dies. It is only too 
probable that the death-ratein this City in 
April and May from diseases due directly to 
a premature change of undershirt is at 
least seven in a thousand, and when we re- 
member that only the male sex suffers in this 
way, we gain some ideaof the awful extent 
of this undershirt fatality. 


While 88 per cent. of men leave off their 
flannels in early Spring, 17 per cent. commit 
an equally serious mistake in not leaving 
them off. These are the prudent men, who 
pride themselves on never being guilty of 
rashness in anything. They cling to their 
flannels until hot weather has taken up its 
permanent residence among us. They are 
undoubtedly warm during the cold days when 
other men are contracting pneumonia, but 
they swelter during the warm days. The 
result is that they become irritable and ill- 
tempered, and, after a little while, excite- 
ment of the brain, combined with overheat- 
ing of the body, produces inflammation of 
the brain, apoplexy, and fatal fevers. 
Meanwhile, they do not escape pneumonia 
and rheumatism, for in their overheated 
condition the slightest draught of cold air 
closes their pores and produces inflamma- 
tion of the internal organs. Dangerous as 
itis to prematurely discard flannel under- 
shirts, it is still more dangerous to cling to 
them until late in the season, and of every 
hundred men who adopt the latter course 
sixty-four pay the penalty with their lives. 

We thus see that whether we ‘‘ change’’ 
in early April or in early June, we take our 
lives in our hands. Spring is the critical 
period in the yearly life of every man with 
an undershirt. To ‘‘change’’ is to run a 
frightful risk, and not to ‘‘ change’’ is to 
prove ourselves utterly careless of life. 
This is certainly an awful position in which 
to be placed, and the indifference with which 
philanthropists look at the matter is inex- 
plicable except on the hypothesis of their 
extreme ignorance. They justly find fault 


with our dirty streets, our dishonest 
plumbers, and with the various other factors 
of our enormous City death-rate. They or- 
ganize societies to fight against intemper- 
ance and appoint committees to obtain sani- 
tary legislation, but they meanwhile calmly 
see their fellow-men dying by thousands of 
too much or too little undershirt, and never 
give the slightest hint of any interest in the 
subject. From the nature of the case no 
statistics as to the connection between 
Spring and the garments of women can pos- 
sibly be obtained, but it is sufficiently well 
established that there is no unusual mortality 
among them at this season. In one sense 
this is unfortunate, for were Spring as fatal 
to women as it is to men, those remarkable 
philanthropists who devote their lives to 
telling women what they should and should 
not wear would certainly begin an agitation 
which would in time extend to the under- 
shirt question as affecting men. 

There is, however, one man—Prof. John- 
son, of Chicago—who has come to the relief 
of perishing humanity with what promises 
to be the most valuable invention of the age. 
This is ‘‘ Johnson’s Automatic Undershirt,”’ 
a garment which, so to speak, changes itself, 
and automatically modifies its warmth in ac- 
cordance with the state of the thermometer. 
The material of which this garment is made 
is kept a profound secret by the inventor, 
but it is of such a nature that it expands rap- 
idly with heat and contracts with equal 
rapidity when exposed to cold. When 
the atmosphere is at the temperature 
of zero, (Fahrenheit,) the ‘Automatic 
Undershirt”’ is thick, compact, and warmer 
than the warmest flannel. As the tempera- 
ture rises the fibres of the fabric lengthen, 
and it becomes more and more porous, un- 


til, at the temperature of 85°, it isa mere: 


netting, which admits of a free passage of 
air and is cooler than any undershirt that 
has ever yet been devised. Thus the wearer 
is never tempted to change it on account of 
changes in the temperature. On a warm 
Spring morning he finds that his undershirt 
is cool and comfortable, and if a snow-storm 
comes up before night, he still finds himself 
appropriately clad. The ‘‘ Automatic Un- 
dershirt’’ thus effectually provides against 
the dangers inseparable from discarding or 
retaining flannel undershirts, and can hardly 
fail to save thousands of valuable lives. 

There is precisely one objection which the 
caviler may make to this matchless gar- 
ment, and that is that it will become uncom- 
fortably long as the warm weather ap- 
proaches. The inventor has anticipated this 
objection, and his ‘‘ Automatic Undershirt’’ 
is made in sections, neatly laced together, so 
that it can be shortened to any extent and 
at any time. To slightly shorten an under- 
shirt is a very different thing from radically 
changing it, and the fact that Prof. John- 
son’s ingenious garment can be shortened at 
will renders it ideally perfect. 

What is the steam engine, or the tele- 
graph, or any other famous invention 
in comperison with the ‘‘ Automatic Un- 
dershirt?’’ That inestimable garment will 
bring peace of mind to millions of men 
who cannot tell whether to change their 
flannels or to cling to them. It will lessen 
our death-rate at least one-half, and Prof. 
Johnson’s name will be famous long after 
KEELY and Gameze are forgotten.

SIGNOR CAMPANINI’S BENEFIT. 

The performance of ‘Il Trovatore’’ last 
night at the Academy of Music, In which the most 
distinguished lyric artist of this day took leave of 
the host of his New-York friends and admirers, 
was a brilliant success. The house was filled in 
every part, and a great number of people stood 
through the evening in the rear of the balcony 
and in the upper gallery, It was the occasion 
of a personal triumph for Signor Campanini. It 
was evident that most of the audience had come to 
see and hear him withovt reference to the other 
artists, and therefore any imperfections which were 
apparent passed without notice. It was a dis- 
appointment that Signor Tagliapietra could not 
appear as Di Luna. He had, however, the suffi- 
cient excuse of a death in his family, 
and Signor Orlandini, who sang the rdéle 
without rehearsal, deserved praise for an earnest 
effort under trying circumstances. Mlle. Torriani 
as Leonora was effective, and received much ap- 
plause. In the *‘Miserere” she gavea powerful 
performance, which was altogether superior to 
any other effort she had made during the even- 
ing. As to Mme. Lablache’s Azucena, it 
may be said that it was a gem. Mme. 
Lablache is recognized as an artist in the use of a 
noble yoice and the adaptation of dramatic skill to 
the requirements of such réles as Azucena. She 
achieved a great success, being several times re- 
called, and certainly no artist ever better deserved 
the applause of an appreciative audience. 

The event of the evening, however, was the per- 
formance of Signor Campanini. He was in superb 
voice; vigorous, manly, and in the highest degree 
artistic; and the enthusiasm with which he was re- 
ceived indicated the hold he has on the musical 
public. It would be impossible for any one of the 
present generation to name any performance 
in which an artist has received such an ovation. 
The audience seemed to wait eagerly for an 
opportunity to recall him, and in every number he 
was applauded beyond the usual limits. He was 
naturally inspired by the spirit that was'manifested 
and exerted himself to the utmost. The result was 
a magnificent performance of the réle of Man- 
rico—such as has not been equaled be- 
fore and is not likely to be surpassed in 
the future. The ‘Di quella pira” was received 
with immense enthusiasm. After appearing 
over and over again before the curtain and receiy- 
ing an overwhelming load of floral crowns, bas- 
kets, and wreaths, Signor Campanini had the cur- 
tain raised, and repeated this number with the 
same inspiriting elegance of phrasing and powerful 
declamatory style that have made his singlng fa- 
mous. Throughout the opera the great tenor was 
equally strong, and carried the performance to a 
successful conclusion. The orchestra and chorus 
were unexpectedly efficient, and M. D’Auria, the 
conductor, had them well in hand. 

Signor Campanini’s friends will be glad to know 
that the performance resulted in a substantial 
profit. No artist deserves more success, and no 
one will carry away with him more sincere as- 
surances of regard than this great tenor. It is to 
be hoped that his absence from New-York will be 
brief, for his thousands of friends will be anxious 
to greet him again.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Gen. Pope has is- 
sued a general order in which he says: “Official 
notice having been received of the appointment of 
Major D. G. Swaim, Judge-Advocate, to be Judge 
Advoeate-General of the Army, the immediate con- 
nection of that officer with this department is ter- 
minated. This appointment is so public and! 
splendid a recognition by the highest cfficials of 
the Government of the ability and efficiency with 
which he has during a period of more than 10 yearg 
discharged the duties of Judge-Advocate of this 
department, that it would be superfluous and per- 
haps unbecoming inthe Department Commander 
to add the commendation which he so deeply feels. 
The appointment, however, involves the disrup< 
tion of personal and official ties which have been 
cemented by so many’ years of intimate inter- 
course, and the Department Commander cannot 
fail tu regret this while he congratulates Gen. 
Swaim on his promotion.” ; 

Secretary Lincoln, Adjt.-Gen. Dram, and Col.

000, orso much thereof as may be necessary, is 
hereby appropriated for such purpose.” In con- 
formity with this act the War Department has 
issued an order for a board of officers to assemble 
atthe Armory Building, New-York City, on Jul 
13, for the purpose of making examinations of 
inventions referred to in the law and making a de- 
tailed report of such examinations, with recom- 
mendation as to what inventions are worthy of ac- 
tual test and the estimated cost of such 
test.

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SOPHOCLES AT HARVARD 


PREPARATIONS FOR THE PRODUC. 
TION OF “G@DIPUS TYRANNUS.” 
HOW THE STAGE WILL BE ARRANGED IN 

SANDERS’S THEATRE—THE 8TORY OF THR 

PLAY AND HOW IT WILL BE ACTED. 

Boston, May 16.—The tragic story of 
the royal house of Thebes, as it was shaped in 
the mind of Sophocles, will be told upon the 
stage of Sanders’s Theatre at Cambridge, to- 
morrow evening, in the language of the author, 
and with scenery and costumes such as the 
Athenian audience saw when they assembled in 
the great Dionysise Theatre, some 2,300 years 
ago, to witness the first representation of the 
* Edipus Tyrannus.” When the ‘ Antigone” 
was brought out in Edinburgh, with Men- 
delssohn’s music, 40 years ago, it was said 
that no more faithful reproduction of Greek 
tragedy could be hoped for, and the “ Aga- 
memnon” of the Oxford undergraduates last 
Summer was praised by the London press for 
the fidelity with which it put in visible form 
the modern conception of the Greek drama. 
But these and all similar attempts are to be 
surpassed at Harvard. The first Greek play 
ever presented in America will be the most 
finished copy of the original which the world 
has ever seen. _The Professors and students 
who are engaged in the enterprise have 
given to it much time, thought, and 
money, neglecting no detail which could add 
essentially to the dramatic interest of the rep- 
resentation or to its effectas a spectacle. They 
were extremely fortunate in having at their 
disposal an audience room modeled upon the 
ancient Greek theatre. From existing ruins 
and representations in the writings of Vitru- 
vius we know that the open-air theatres of the 
Greeks consisted of a vast semicircular audito- 
rium with rows of seats rising one above the 
other in a steep incline; of a level space in- 
closed by the seats whereon the chorus per- 
formed their dances; and of a narrow stage for 


the actors. Sanders’s Theatre is built upon 
this model. It is semicircular in form, and 
the rows of seats in the parterre and the bal- 
cony rise at a sharp pitch, which gives every 
person in the audience an unobstructed view 
of the stage. Immediately in front of the 
stage is the place for the chorus, which has been 
inclosed for the play by alow barrier, while 
in the centre an altar has been erected—the 
thymele of the Greek theatre. Between the 
barrier and the first row of parterre seats the 
orchestra and the go gored chorus 
are to sit. Across the stage, about 10 
feet from the foot-lights, a fixed screen 
bas been erected, which represents the 
front of the royal palace at Thebes. As the 
Greek dramatists observed closely the unities 
of time and place, their pieces allowed of no 
scene-shifting. The scene-painter has repre- 
sented the lower portion of the palace front as 
built of marble blocks, outlined in dull green 
and red. Right across the front, at the height 
of 12 feet, runs a frieze, copied from that of the 
Temple of Phigaleia, the figures painted in 
white onadark ground. Above this rises a 
row of engaged Ionic columns, supporting the 
cornices, and two entablatures. The bases of 
the columns are striped with red, and the 
spaces between them are ornamented with 
panels and disks painted in olive greens and 
sombre red. The palace has threé doors—one 
in the centre of the stage and two near’ the 
wings—all painted a dark slate color, with pro- 
jecting rounded bolt-heads. The anthemion 
and other Greek ornaments appear in the deco- 
ration, which is exceedingly simple. Only the 
central door is used in the play, and that only 
by members of the royal family, the other per- 
sons coming upon the stage by a stairway at 
the spectator’s right, if they come from the 
city, at the left if from abroad. There are 
three altars upon the stage, one of which, 
standing in the place usually occupied by the 
prompter’s box, is used for that purpose. 

It is not necessary here to add to the already 
ample body cf commentary and criticism upon 
Greek tragedy, but a brief synopsis of the 
** Gdipus Tyrannus” will aid in understand- 
Ing whatever I may have to say of the repre- 
sentation to-morrow night. The story of the 
tragedy is borrowed from the Theban cycle of 
legends, and illustrates the working out of a 
fatal curse upon the house of Laius, a de- 
scendant of Cadmus and King of Thebes. He 
is the husband of Joeasta. Going to ask the 
oracle about the cause of his childlessness, he is 
told that his first born son by Jocasta shall be 
his slayer. Ason is born to them, and, think- 
ing to escape the fate foretold for him, he and 
Jocasta bind the infant’s feet together and 
send him by aslave to be exposed on Mount 
Citheron. Years after this Laius is murdered 
iu a quarrel on the highway while going to 
visit the oracle at Delphi. A terrible afflic- 
tion comes upon Thebes after his death. The 
Sphinx, a sen ye female monster, takes her 
place on a rock and propounds a riddle to 
every passer-by, devouring all who failed to 
solve it. The citizens are in despair, and offer 
the crown of their country and the hand of 
Queen Jocasta to any one who will guess it. 
One day a stranger comes to the city and 
solves the creature’s riddle, whereupon she 
throws herself from her rock and dies. The 
stranger, who is called (£dipus, marries 
Jocasta and has four children by her. His 
rule is eminently wise, and for atime the 
country prospers. Then comes a direful plague, 
which destroys alike man, beast, and the 
fruits of the earth It is at _ this 

oint that the play opens. A band of 

hebans of all ages, arrayed as suppliants 
and led by an aged priest of Zeus, gather 
around the altars in front of King Cidipus’s 
palace, bearing branches intertwined with 
wool in token of as yee wegen C&dipus issues 
from the palace and asks them the object of 
their prayers. The old priest informs him of 
the work of the plague. The King replies that 
he already knows of its ravages and has sent 
Creon, brother of Jocasta, to the Delphian 
bracle to inquire how the dread visitation 
may be driven away. At this moment Creon 
returns, bringing the response of the oracle. 
{tis that the plague can be arrested only by 
the slaying or expulsion from the country of 
the murderer of Laius. C£dipus inquires of 
Creon about the murder. He is told that the 
old King was met onthe road by a band of 
robbers, who slew him and all his attendants 
except one, who returned to Thebes and told 
the story. C&dipus promises to trace ovt the 
murderer, and the priest und suppliants leave 
the stage. 

The chorus of 15 Theban elders then enter 
and take their places. They have come to hear 
what response the oracle gives, In three 
strophes and antistrophes of remarkable 
beauty they invoke Apollo, Athene, Artemis, 
and Dionysius, the patron deities of their city. 
(Edipus re-enters and makes proclamation that 
if any one know tke murderer he shall point 
him out, on pain of being cut off from all com- 
munication with his fellow-men. He launches 
a fearful curse upon the murderer, and asks 
that the curse may fall on himself if he shall 
be found privy to his hiding-place. By the ad- 
vice ot Creon he has sent for the blind oldseer, 
Teiresias, who krows things past and to come. 
Teiresias comes unwillingly. He knows the 
terrible secret and refuses to speak. CE£dipus 
is angered at his obstinacy, and accuses him 
with plotting with Creon against his royal 
person. The prophet replies bitterly: ‘* Thou 
art tho foul polluter of our land” and the 
rause of the plague. Cédipus regards this as 
reckless audacity. and reproaches the seer 
with being as blind in his art ashe is bodily. 
Teiresias, ashe quits the stage, denounces 
him in unequivocal terms asthe murderer of 
his father and husband-son to her who bore 
him, and predicts that he shall go forth a blind 
wanderer in distant lands. (£dipus is already 
too much blinded by rage to see the import of 
the pete words ; but the elders are troubled 
by them, andin a short choral ode they nny brs 
the necessity of tracking out the murderer, but 
proclaim their steadfast faith in the innocence 
of Gidipus. Creon now enters hastily to re- 
tute the King’s accusations. He and (Edipus 
quarrel, and em arg follows up his charge of 
treasonablie plots by sentencing Creon to death 
or banishment. Jocasta enters as the war of 
words is at its height, and in a few lines which 
Indicate clearly enough that her authority is 
flominant in the palace, bids her brother and 
her husband hold their peace. CE&dipus is at 
length persuaded to revoke his sentence against 
Creon, and the latter quits the stage. 

At this point the plot enters the second sage 
of its development. idipus tells what the 
soothsayer has said, and Jocasta, who is the 
prototype of the modern rationalist, tells him 
not to mind the idie words of a prophet. As 
for her, she does not believe prophets know 
more than other people; for instance, it was 
foretold that Laius should die by the hand of 
his first-born son, but everybody knew that 
**him strange robbers slew” at a place where 
two roads parted; while, as for his first-born 
son, poor little thing, it never lived three days, 
having been cast away in the mountain wilds. 
Cédipus is strangely troubled by the words of 
the Queen. Did she say that Laius was alain 


at a crossing of roads? Yes, it was in Phokis, 
where the road divided, one route leading to 
Daulia, the other to Delphi. CE&dipus hastily 
inquires as to Laius’s age, appearance, and the 
number of his attendants. He was just becom- 
ing gray, the Queen replies, in appearance 
very like (@dipus himself, and he had five at- 
tendants, one of whom escaped and returned to 
Thebes, The King, greatly agitated, asks that 
he may be sent for immediately. The Queen 
consents to this, and wonderingly inquires the 
cause of his disquietude. He then tells her the 
story of his life. He isthe son of Polybus, 
King of Corinth, and Merope, his Queen. At 
a drinking bout one night some one reproached 
him with being a spurious son of Polybus. 
Stung by the accusation, he went at once to 
Delphi, and the oracle told him that he was 
destined to slay his father and marry his 
mother. Filled with horror at this prediction, 
and determined to prevent its fulfillment, he 
fied forth from Delphi, a wanderer, going any- 
where, so long as it was not toward Corinth. 
As he journeyed, he met, at the cross-road 
Jocasta had mentioned, a man riding in a 
chariot, attended by a herald and servants. 
The charioteer rudely pushed (£dipus 
from the path. This led to a quarrel 
in which Cédipus “slew them all.” It 
was King Laius whom he thus killed. Then 
‘*there is no man on earth so wretched”’ as he, 
succeeding, as he has, to the crown and bed of 
his victim. But he remembers having been 
told that the slave who returned spoke of 
‘*robbers.” If he persist in saying that Laius 
was killed by a band of men, and not by one, 
then he must be held guiltless. Jocasta promises 
to send for the man at once, and she and the 
King re-enter the palace, while the chorus sing 
the sanctity of the eternal laws. 

Presently Jocasta returns with garlands and 
incense for the altars. The alarming condition 
of the King’s mind has frightened her out of 
her unbelief, and she is willing to ask the favor 
of the gods. A messenger from the country 
enters, He is a slave from Corinth, sent to an- 
nounce the death of Polybus, by which Gidipus 
becomes King of that country. Jocasta sends 
instantly for her husband, who learns with 
mixed feelings of the death of his supposed 
father. Grief at a parent’s loss is overcome by 
his joy at the miscarriage of the oracle. He, 
at least, is not his father’s murderer. But 
Merope lives, and the thought that his mar- 
riage with her is yet possible clouds his joy. 
The messenger trom Corinth thereupon in- 
forms him that he is not the son of Polybus 
and Merope, but a foundling carried to Corinth 
in his own arms from a dell on Mount 
Citheron, where he was perce his flocks, 
As a proof of his words he bids Cidipus look 
at the wounds on his feet where they were 
pierced in binding them. But he does not 
claim for himself the credit of discovering 
(Edipus; he received the babe from the hand 
of another, who, he believes, was a slave of the 
house of Laius. The chorus suggests that the 
man Cidipus has caused to be sent for must be 
he. The truth inallits horror has burst in 
upon the mind of Jocasta during this conver- 
sation. But she must bear the fearful burden 
of her knowledge alone, for Gidipus does not 
see whither he is drifting in his inquiries. She 
beseeches him not to pursue the quest. He re- 
plies that she has nothing to fear. He may 
turn out the offspring of a slave, but she is se- 
cure in her royal descent. With a shriek of 
despair, Jocasta exclaims, ‘‘O wretched man, 
this alone have I to say to thee, and no word 
more forever,” and rushes from the stage. 
(Edipus is almost exultant. He who has be- 
coms so great is willing to be found 
the son ‘of prospering fortune,” if 
it is so to be. he chorus share his 
feeling, and in an ode of a joyous rhythmical 
movement suggest that some mountain 
nymph, wooed by Apollo or Dionysius, may 
have brought him forth. The old slave of 
Laius is brought in, and now the whole dread- 
ful mystery is cleared up. He admits that he 
used to lead the flocks of Laius to their moun- 
tain pasture. The Corinthian messenger re- 
calls the incident of the foundling, and tells 
him that babe is now the King who stands be- 
fore them. The Theban slave angrily bids 
him be silent. He has long known that C&di- 
pus was the murderer of Laius, but if he and 
the foundling are one and the same, another 
crime more dreadful than murder is brought 
home to him. Q£dipus forces the story from 
his reluctant lips by threats of a flogging. He 
confesses that he gave the babe to the Corin- 
thian. Itwasnothis own, but was said to be ot 
the house of Laius. Pressed to be more defi- 
nite, he finally speaks ‘‘the awful truth”’ that 
the child was the son of Laius himself, given 
into his hands to destroy by Jocasta, its 
mother. (£dipus is sufficiently master of his 
emotions to ask why he had not obeyed the 
command to destroy him before all this sorrow 
could come upon him, and then with a wild 
ery of horror which recalls that of Jocasta, he, 
too, rushes into the palace. 

After a solemn choral ode a messenger from 
the palace comes to announce to the chorus 
that Jocasta has hanged herself in her room. 
But they have no time for mourning. He 
hastens to tell them further how Cidipus raged 
about the — bellowing for a sword, and 
burst into the room where the body of Jocasta 
hung suspended. Untying the noose, he laid 
her body upon the floor, and ‘‘ with the brooch- 
pins that fastened her attire’ he smote his eye- 
balls *‘until the bleeding pupils moistened all 
his beard,” declaring that those eyes should 
never more look upon the evils he had caused, 
nor on his father’s or his mother’s face in 
H:des. After a choral ode he is led upon the 
stage. He dwells upon the fearful nature of 
his crimes, and, moved with tenderness as he 
thinks of his children, asks Creon, now be- 
come King in his stead, that they mav be 
given to his arms once more ere he is driven 
out of the country. Tho little Antigone and 
Ismene are led upon the stage. He embraces 
them, commends them to the fostering care of 
Creon, and then demands to be sent from the 
eountry. Creon tells him that must be left to 
the gods to decide through the oracles. They 
gointo the palace, and the piece ends with a 
few trochaic verses in which the chorus mor- 
alize upon the folly of calling any man happy 
until he is dead without reproach.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, May 16, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $169,v00, 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $746,707 20, and from Customs $882,- 
165 61. 

No motion having been entered at to-day’s 
executive session for a reconsideration of the 


vote by which (at the second preceding ses- 
sion) Judge Stanley Matthews was confirmed 
as an Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, 
his confirmation stands fixed, and the Presi- 
dent has this afternoon received an official no- 
tification to that effect. 


Dr. Boynton, Mrs. Garfield’s physician, re- 
ports that her condition to-night has some- 


what changed for the worse. Her fever has 
increased during the day, and has been accom- 
panied by more delirium. There is hope that 
the change for the worse is only a symptom of 
the partially remittent character of the fever, 
and that it will be followed by a corresponding 
improvement to-morrow. Mrs. Garfield’s con- 
dition to-night, however, is such as to cause 
great anxiety. 

The committee, of which Third Assistant 
Postmaster-General Hazen was Chairman, 
recently appointed to investigate the charges 
of improprietiesin a contract held by Gen. 
George A. Sheridan to supply the department 
with fasteners for canvas sacks, have present- 
ed their report to the Postmaster-General., 
After reviewing the testimony, they arrive at 
the conclusion that there is no evidence show- 
ing that Gen. Sheridan corruptly influenced 
Official action in securing the contract. 


At the close of business to-day Secretary 
Windom had received notices from holders of 
5 per cent. registered bonds desiring to have 


them continued at 34¢ cent., which, together | 


with the amount of the bonds actually in hand, 
show an aggregate of $85,184,050. 
$35,000,000 of this amount is covered by to- 
day’s advices alone. The Secretary is of opin- 
ion that the $250,000,000 of registered bonds— 
the limit to which the option of continuance at 
a lower rate of interest was fixed—will all bein 
hand before next week. The 6 per cent. bonds 
received for continuance at 31¢ per cent. to 
date amount to $148,569,850, leaving about 
$48,000,000 to be accounted for between now 
and the 20th inst. The force of the loan divi- 
sion has been largely increased, and beginning 
with to-day two forces will be employed on the 
bonds, one during the day and the other a 

night. .

THE TELEGRAPH CONSOLIDATION.

TRIAL OF MR. WILLIAMS’S SUIT AGAINST THE 


WESTERN UNION COMPANY. 


The trial of the suit of William 8. Williams 
against the Western Union Telegraph Company 
and others was begun before Judge Truax, in the 
Superior Court, Equity Terth, yesterday. The first 
witness was Dr. Norvin Greer, President of the 
Western Union Company. He testified that in 1878 
and 1879 the company purchased 72,010 shares of 
the stock of the Atlantic and Patific Telegraph 
Company at $25 per share, and that following 
these purchases the two companies ‘pooled’”’ their 
earnings. Out of the * pool” the Atlantic and Pacific 
received 124% per cent., and it paid 13.15 per cent. 


of the expenses of operating the two companies. 
The Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph Company was 
thus enabied to pay yearly dividends of 3 per cent. 
and to invest a surplus of $100,000 in newlines. By 
the purchase of the shares above referred to the 
Western Union obtained control of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Company. The Western Union Com- 
pany, Dr. Green said, did not feel the competition 
of the American Union Company until about July, 
1880. Then business was divided between 
the two companies at most important 
places. He di not hear of a_ proposed 
consolidation of the companies until the morning 
of Jan. 10., 1881. In response to a vote he then 
called upon Mr. William H. Vanderbilt. The first 
thing Mr. Vanderbilt said to him was: “I have 
seen the Great Mogul.” In response to Mr. Sewell, 
Dr. Green said: “I knew, of course, that he re- 
ferred to Jay Gould.” 

The conference between Messrs. Vanderbilt and 
Gould, Dr. Green said, took place on Sunday, Jan. 
9, 1880. At it Mr. Gould intimated that he was 
willing to enter into negotiations for a consolida- 
tion of the telegraph companies in order 
to put an end to ruinous competition. A 
second conference took place at Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s house on the night of Monday, 
Jan. 10, 1880. The persons present were William 
H. Vanderbilt, Augustus Schell, Dr. Green, and 
H. McK. Twombley. It was:then proposed to in- 
crease the Western Union capital stock to 
$70,000,000 ana to give the American Union 
$10,000,000 of the increased stock for its property. 
The demand of the latter company was for 
$15,000,000, Another conference was held between 
the parties above named on the Western Union side 
and Messrs. Gould, Sidney Dillon, and Russell Sage, 
representing the American Union. Mr. Gould was 
willing to take $10,000,000, but his friends insisted 
upon $15,000,000. Mr. Vanderbilt and Mr. Schell 
held a special conference with Messrs. Gould and 
Dillon, and these four persons prepared the agree- 
ment of consolidation which has been rati- 
fied. At the same time they determined that 
as quickly as vacancies should occur in the Board 
of Directors they should be filled by Messrs. Gould, 
Sage, Dillon, and Gen. Eckert. Dr. Green next 
said that in the course of the negotiations the rep- 
resentatives of the Western Union did not take 
fully into consideration the actual value of the 
American Union property. ‘The things considered 
were the value of the property to the Western 
Union and the benefit which that company would 
derive by getting the American Union out of its 
way. Dr. Green admitted that the American Union 
property was not worth more than half the con- 
sideration given forit by the Western Union, and 
he said that he believed that other Directors of the 
Western Union knew these facts as well as he did. 

Under cross-examination by Mr. A.J. Vander- 
poel. Dr. Green said that if the ruinous competi- 
tion between the Western Union and American 
Union had been continued the Western Union 
would have been compelled to stop paying divi- 
dends. His cross-examination will be continued 
to-day.

THE CITY UNIVERSITY.

THE COUNCIL DECIDES TO RETAIN THE 
ACADEMIC DEPARTMENT. : 
The Council of the University of the City of 
New-York was in session untilan early hour this 
morning considering the question of whether or 
not to abolish the academic department. The re- 
sult of its deliberations was the passage of the 
following resolution: 
Resolved, That, in view of all the conditions of 


the university, the undergraduate department be 
continned, and that all aid from Alumni and other 
sources be welcomed. 

Of the 26 members of the Council there were 
present Mr. John Taylor Johnston, who presided; 
the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby, Chancellor of the 
University; William R. Martin, Secretary; the 
Rev. Dr. John Hall, Aaron J. Vanderpoel, William 
Allen Butler, Smith E. Lane, Dr. S. O. Vander- 
poel, the Rev. Dr. S. M. Hamilton, George 
H. Moore, Dr. J. H. Anderson, Dr. Benjamin 
Aycrigg. the Rev. Dr. Alexander R. Thompson, 
D. Willis James, Morris K. Jesup, Dr. F. W. 
Leute, J. W. C. Leveridge, William A. Wheelock, 
Charles Butler, William B, Maclay, Dr. D. B. St. 
John Roosa, the Rev. Dr. Charles F. Deems, Prof. 
Elie Charlier, and John E. Parsons. The absent 
members of the Council were Samuel J. Tilden and 
Abram §S. Hewitt. A committee representing the 
Alumni Association of the university, and consist- 
ing of the Rey. Dr. Wilson Phraner, the Rev. 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, the Rev. Dr. Edward Hopper, 
Judge Van Brunt, and Dr. Henry D. Noyes, attend- 
ed the meeting, and submitted resolutions which 
had been adopted at a meeting of the Alumni As- 
sociation last week. These resolutions remon- 
strated against carrying into execution the 
proposition of the Council to abolish 
the academic department, and pledged 
the co-operation of its members in a 
movement tosecure the endowment necessary to 
perpetuate the academic department and enlarge 
its usefulness. Each member ot the committee pre- 
sented the matter in the aspect in whichit ap- 
peared to him, after which those who were rot 
members of the Council retired. The Council con- 
tinued to discuss the matter at length until the 
resolution passed to let the matter remain as it is. 


DISSATISFIED WORKING MEN. 


CHINAMEN IN BRITISH COLUMBIA THREATEN- 
ING TO BURN A TOWN. 

YALE, British Columbia, May 16.—The Chi- 
nese laborers at Yale have struck against a tax of 2 
per cent. imposed on each man’s wages by the 
Chinese bosses. The strikers entered Yale, 600 
strong, armed with crowbars, shoveis, and pick- 
axes, and at once attacked Onderdonk’s ware- 
houre. They stoned the policemen, and injured 
several of them severely. The mob finally left 
town, threatening to return and burn it. Special 


policemen are on duty. All the Chinese employed 
on the Canada Pacifico Railway, numbering 2,000, 
have struck. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., May 16.—All the hod-car- 
riers of this city struck this afternoon for an addi- 
tional 50 cents aday. They are now getting $1 50. 

St. Louis, May 16.—All the boiler-makers here 
struck this morning for an advance of 20 per cent. 
in their wages. They have been getting from $225 
to $2 75 perday. The bosses have not yet acceded 
tothe demand in anyinstance. There does not 
seem to be entire harmony among the strikers. 

Krneston, N. Y.. May 16.—About a hundred men, 
employed at the coal docks of the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company, in this city, struck for 
higher wages, and refused to go to work this morn- 
ing. The men who unload coal by the cargo, in 
gangs of three, called ‘‘ Loaférs,”” have been get- 
ting 6 cents per ton for such work; these now de- 
mand an increase of 1cent perton. The regular 
day laborers, who formerly received $1 15 per day 
now demand $1 25. The matter was laid before 
Superintendent Smith several days ago, who prom- 
ised to present the men’s request to the President 
ofthe company. Not having obtained any answer 
yet, they now refuse to work. Instead of being 
transferred to vessels here, the coal now goes di- 
rectto Weehawken, and will thus continue during 


the strike.

MR. KEUTTLER’S DAUGHTER—NO LIGHT 
THROWN ON THE MURDER—PROGRESS 
OF THE CORONER’S INVESTIGATION. 

Coronor Wiggins’s investigation into the 
mystery surrounding the murder of the unknown 
woman in the woods at Guttenberg, N. J., yester- 
day, resulted in one of the most remarkable cases 
of mistaken identification ever brought to public 
notice. After working for two days upon clues 
that led positively to the missing daughter of 
Charles Keuttler, the West Hoboken florist, Coro- 
ner Wiggins was surprised by being taken last even- 
ing into the presence of the girl whose body was 
said by many witnesses to be the one lying in 
Crane’s Morgue, in Hoboken. 

The story of Bella Keuttler’s disappearance as 
narrated to Coroner Wiggins by the father of the 
girl, and by the Coroner to Tur Trves reporter, isa 
peculiarly distressing one. Mr. Keuttlerisa florist, 
whose wife died three or four years ago, leaving to 
his care their son and two daughters. Bella was 
the youngest of the trio, and for a year or two be- 
fore her disappearance worked in one or the other 
of the silk milis in the vicinity of her homeas a 
warper. Just before she, first left her home she 
was employed in the factory of A. & D. Ehlers, 
that was at that time on Palisade-avenue, West 
Hoboken. In one of the silk mills she became 
acquainted witha young man whosought herhand 
in marriage, but the lovers quarreled, and she re- 
ceived the attentions of a young neighbor named 
Warnecke. She formed the acquaintance at the 
same time of Constable Judson 8. Francois. He 
divided his time between serving on the County 
Courts on Jersey City Heights, and attending to 
his business asa barber, and waiting upon Bella. 
Fran¢ois finally cut ben Warnecke out. Bella 
described her second deserted suitor as a shiftless, 
lazy fellow, and became intimate with Frangois. 
She knew at the time that Francois was a man of 
family, but notwithstanding encouraged his atten- 
tions. Old Keuttler was satisfied that his de- 
signs were evil, and warned his daughter 
against him. She was much in his company, not- 
withstanding the parental protest, and last Sum- 
mer went frequently with him to Long Branch, 
Coney Island, aud other sea-side resorts, spending 
the nights at such times away from home. Her 
father and herself quarreled, and she went away 
to reside in a house on Hutton-street, where Fran- 
cois frequently saw her, and finally disappeared 
from the vicinity altogether. Her father traced 
her toa house on Seventeenth-street, New-York, 
but when he went there to look for her, learned 
that she had gone, those in the house could 
not say where any more definitely than that she 
and * her husband” had moved to some place on 
Hudson-street. Mr. Keuttler had in his house a 
trusty and keen-scented bloodhound. He sum- 
moned this animal to his aid. He prepared the 
hound for the journey by rubbing against its nose 
a shoe that had been worn by the girl. Then, fas- 
tening a chain to its neck, he led the dogto Hobo- 
ken,over the Christopher-Street Ferry,to New-York, 
and up through the intervening streets to Hudson- 
street. The dog dragged its master 20 blocks up 
Hudson-street on the west side, and then crossing 
to the east side, returning sniffing to a point near 
Canal-street, and then turning north again started 
back upthe street. At No. 477 the dog stopped 
and sniffed as though he were close to the object 
of his scent, and finally bounding up the 
stoop, he jumped barking three times against 
the door. Keuttler left his dog. with 
a friend who lived not far away and 
then returned to the house at which the dog 
had stopped. Entering, he found his daughter. 
She said that Francois had given her wine at the 
Schuetzen Park and overcome her scruples, that he 
had brought her to New-York, and introducing her 
as his wife had left her at the boarding-house 
where she was found. Keuttler with difficulty in- 
duced . her to return with him. She was 
ashamed, she said, to go among her friends 
again, but she yielded to his earnest 
entreaties and returned. Keuttler locked her up 
in aroom, nailed down the windows, and secured 
every hole of escape, and threatened thatif she 
made any sign to Francois, he would blow her 
brains out. But Francois, Keuttler says, succeeded 
in slipping notes under the door of her prison. In 
these he said that her father intended to place her 
in an asylum, and that she had better make her 
escape. She became penitent, the father re- 
lented, and the daughter was allowed her 
freedom. She had not enjoyed her liberty for 
many days before she disappeared a second time. 
Mr. Keuttler spared no pains to ascertain her 
whereabouts, but could find no possible clue. He 
had: Francois indicted. He commenced civil suit 
against him to recover damages. He secured a 
writ of habeas corpus from the Chancellor requir- 
ing Francois to produce the girl in court. Three 
weeks ago Francois made return to the writ that 
he did not know where the girl was, and old Mr. 
Keuttler abandoned allhope of everseeing her 
again. , 

When, therefore, the news of the finding of the 
murdered body in the woods spread around, Keut- 
tler was ready to believe that the woman was his 
missing daughter. He went to the Morgue at 
Hoboken, last Saturday, but hesitated, lest his 
worst fears should be realized, to look upon the 
disfigured corpse. Three times he _ turned 
away, and then, as though impelled by 
a sense of duty that he duared_ not 
disobey, viewed the remains. The woman in the 
box was the same height as his child. The features 
were small, tne teeth partly bad, the feet small, 
the hair dark, and 1m all these respects she an- 
swered Bella’s description. He could not identify 
the remains, but yet thought they might be hers. 
Incidentally he remarked that one of her fore- 
fingers was bent and stiff from injury. Subsequently 
it was ascertained that the index finger of the 
left hand was bent and stiff. Those who had worked 
by her side in the factory identified the finger as 
having been like that of Bella. Mr. Ehler, by 
whom she had been employed, said he had seen 
Bella wearing such a brooch as was found in the 
dead woman's pocket. All agreed that the body 
in the box was like that of the missing girl. But 
none of them could identify the clothing—not 
even her father. The underclothing on the 
dead body was all new, however, and Bella 
might have purchased a new outfit dur- 
ing her long absence from home. On 
Sunday, the hat and cape were found, Coroner 
Wiggins yesterday took them to Mr. Keuttler. 
The cape wassuch aone as Bella had worn, ex- 
cept that the trimming had been changed. Two 
of Mr. Keuttler’s neighbors identified the cape to 
the same extent, but none of them had ever seen 
the hat before. Keuttler produced a shoe that 
the girl had worn before leaving home. Inevery 
respect it was of the peculiar shape with 
the shoe found on the dead woman. 
Then Keuttler remembered that the checked 
underwaist worn by the dead woman 
was one tbat his daughter had made and worn. 
The switches found on the body had, he said, been 
made for Bella by the constable barber, Frangois— 
one of them partly from the hairthat Mrs. Keut- 
tler, the girl’s mother, had worn during her life- 
time. Coroner Wiggins was surprised by the sud- 
denness of these recognitions. Why had not 
Keuttler made them before? Because, Keuttler 
explained, he was too nervous and excited at the 

forgue on Saturday. ; 

The news of the identification spread like wild- 
fire through West Hoboken. A committee of citi- 
zens waited upon Constable Frangois and men- 
acingly ordered him to produce Bella Keuttler, if 
she were alive, before 6 o’clock in the evening. 
Bella’s brother armed himself with his father’s gua 
and started out with the avowed design of 
shooting Francois. Young Keuttler’s father 
had to. struggle earnestly before he could 
disarm him. The town was in a _ terrible 
state of excitement, and Coroner Wiggins 
started off to Hudson City to consult District At- 
torney McGill as to the advisability of taking steps 
against Francois. Special Officer Stanton was de- 
tailed by the District Attorney to accompany the 
Coroner to Union Hill to piace F'rangois in custody, 
or at least under surveillance. They were just 
about to leave for the constable’s house, when 
Lawyer Rich stepped up. Rich is attorney for 
Francois in the proceedings in which Francois had 
sworn that he knew nothing of the girl’s where- 
abouts. 

“T understand,” said the lawyer, “that you have 
a warrant for Frangois’s arrest 7” 

He was informed that that was about the case. 

‘Because of Bella Keuttler’s disappearance?’ 
pursued the lawyer. 

The response was an affirmatiye one.. 

“Well,” returned Rich, “ll take youto Bella 
Keuttler within an hour.” 

The constable and the Coroner waitea fora time, 
and then the three, accompanied by a West Hobo- 
ken town official, left for New-York. The lawyer 
led them to a lying-in hospital in this City. Coro- 
ner Wiggins last evening would not locate the place. 
They were introduced to a@ young woman who 
said she was Bella Keuttler. The West Hoboken 
Town Committeeman said that she was Bella 
Keuttler. Coroner Wiggins was not satisfied. He 
had learned the whole family history from Mr. 
Keuttler, and he questioned her on dates and 
events, her relatives, their appearance, and 
business; her home, its location, and surroundings. 
She showed perfect familiarity with the sub- 
ject. Finally the Coroner unrojled from a 
bundle he carried under his arm, the 
sboe her father had given him and 
made her try it on. It fitted her precisely. The 
girl was measured. She was the precise height of 
the murdered woman—5 feet 2 inches. She 
answered in every respect the description of the 
dead woman. The Coroner returned to Hoboken 
and abandoned the hopetul clues he had been 
working so industriously ali day. 

And now it is said that Keuttler’s purpose in 
making identifications yesterday that he could not 
make Saturday was the result of an afterthought. 
He was very anxious to learn of his daughter's 
whereabouts. If he identified the body as that of 
Bella, Francois would have to produce the missing 
girl to relieve himself of suspicion in connection 
with the dead woman. ‘The ruse worked with won- 
derful success, but was a perilous one for the per- 
sonal safety of Mr. Francois. The destruction of 
this clue disposes of the only hopeful clue so 
far found. The body will be buried in the 
Potter’s Field to-day. The clothing will be 
set up ona dummy, for identification if any one 
calls to see the goods. Yesterday a search of the 
woods resulted in the discovery of a piain gold 
ring. It has po marks upon it excepting “18 K.,” 
= looks as though it may have been a wedding 

ng. 

Constable Fanning was told yesterday that on 
Sunday last a woman and _a man mepeed at the 
saloon of a woman named Finck, near the scene of 
the murder. They borrowed a corkscrew and 
sprees a bottle of Rhine wine they had with them. 
They drank half the wine and took the rest away. 
’ A half-full bottle of Rhine wine was found near the 
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murdered woman's body. Mrs. Finck will be in- 

vited by Coroner Wizgins to look at the corpse and 

the clothing, the latter of which Mrs. Finck is un- 

derstood to have said she can identify. ’

ARCHBISHOP PURCELL DYING.

THE STRICKEN PRELATE SINKING RAPIDLY— 


AN OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT MADE. 


CinctnnaTI, May 16.—Archbishop Purcell 
is sinking rapidly. The warm weather of last 
week was unfavorable, and prepared the way for 
an early dissolution. The priests of the diocese 
were to-day officially given notice of his low con- 
dition, and prayers will now be daily offered in all 


the churches for the dying prelate. He is at the 
Ursaline Convent, in Brown County, surrounded 
by ministering Sisters and half a dozen priests. 
The Rey. Dr. Callahan, for many years_ his 
private secretary and confidant, is with him, 
having hastened home from Europe at 
the first intimation that his venerable superior 
was failing. The news of the Archbishop’s low 
condition, though not unexpected, caused real sor- 
row. For more than 40 years he was beloved by 
his diocese toa degree which few have ever en- 
joyed. He found the Church in his region weak 
and madeit mighty. The great financial reverse 
of two andahalf years ago, by which more than 
5,000 trusty Catholics who had deposited $4,000,000 
with him lost it all, he never once anticipated. It 
broke upon him like a storm in a clear sky, and 
shattered his mind and his health. At the time 
there were bitter things said against him by some 
of the creditors, but time has shown that their 
money brought no profit to the venerable and 
heart-broken sufferer, and even the more violent 
have now kind things to say of him, and will hear 
of his death with regret.

-, A slight foretuste of the fate that must even- 
tually overtake Brooklyn if the present state of 
political and. religious affairs continues there, 
frightened some hundreds of presumably innocent 
people out.of their beds on Sunday morning before 
daylicht, and made a tremendous racket.

Men rushed to the windows and threw up 
the sashes expecting to see, if not the whole 
rity in ruins, at least their neignbor’s prop- 
prty in a blaze, and ruin and desolation 
ppread about like dust in the streets. The scene 
was like the school-book accounts of an eruption 
of Vesuvius—"fartoo grand fordescription.” The 
prash was hardly over and the bright light gone be- 
fore every window available was opened, and 
every window had its waving flag of truce—the 
end of asnowy night garment blowing gracefully 
in the breeze. There was a smell of sulphur, of 
rourse. No supernatural or electrical visitation is 
complete without a sulphurous odor. This was 
gradually wafted away, or washed away, by the 
torrent of rain that followed. The scared house- 
holders, finding that their premises were still se- 
cure and their wives and families yet alive, re- 
turned to bed, and siept as one can sleep only ina 
.quiet country place like Brooklyn. 

These excellent but commonplace people, who 
were in bed, saw only the end of a great electrical 
exhibition. Those fortunate omes who happened 
to be in the street at that unusual hour saw a sight 
that is not often seen. They sawa tremendous 
Dall of fire come down out of the clouds—almost 
straight down, some of them say—till it was down 
nearly as low asthe roofs of the houses. Just as it 
‘was about to strike, and no doubt knock this prom- 
jsing real estate off the tax-list entirely, it burst in 
the air with a terrific report, and few off in a thou- 
pand directions and in a thousand small pieces. 
That such a ball of fire was actually seen in Brook- 
lyn on Sunday morning there is no doubt. It burst 
with a crash, and shook the whole neighborhood; 
for it wasseen by several persoms, and anybody 
who passed the night in that vicinity will testify to 
thearing the report. Where it went after making 
such a row it isno easy matter to ascertain. 

Some of the witnesses say the ball of fire was as 
big as the cupola on the City Hall; but at daylight 
on Sunday morning there was not a trace of it left 
—not even a bit of fuse, or a candle end, ora scrap 
of red paper. It went as mysteriously as it came, 
leaving only a smell of sulphur behind it. And the 
two or three people who got a whiff of this smell 
are of opinion that balls of fire must be made some- 
evhere in the vicinity of Hunter’s Point. There was 
no glass broken by the crash, as far as could be 
learned, but every building in that neighborhood 
yas shaken as if by an earthquake. 

There are only three classes of persons who had 
pny chance to see this beautiful stght--policemen, 
night-watchmen, and men who had been attending 
gn poker party. As poker is never played in Brook- 
lyn none of this third class could be found, and if 
they had been of course their word would be of no 
account. The man who had perhaps the best view 
of the ball of fire was Thomas J. Murphy, a pri- 
vate night-watchman who lives at No. 51 Spencer- 
street, Mr. Murphy has been keeping a vigilant 
pair of eyes on a row of buildings on Bedford-ave- 
vue and Kosciusko-street for the last 10 years or 

ore, and there is hardly anybody in the neighbor- 

100d who is not acquainted with him. He is 
known as a trustworthy man, and a man who is 
mot to be scared by trifies. But that he was 
frightened when he saw this ball of fire coming at 
him he does not hesitate to admit. Mr. Murphy 
gives a very interesting account of what he saw. 
‘He says there had been a heavy shower, lasting 
only a few minutes. Then, at just about 2:45, 
the rain suddenly ceased. He saw _ the sky 
grow bright,and thought it was a flash of light- 
jning. But the brightness did not disappear, and 
iwhen he looked up he saw a ball of fire in the sky, 
Yhe could not say how bright, looking so big to him 
that it seemed to obscure everything else. He had 
pardly set eyes on it before it burst and flew into 
hundreds of small pieces that went hither and 
thither through the air and disappeared. The ef- 
fect of the scene and the explosion was appalling. 

‘I thought nothing could scare me,” said Mr. 
Murphy, “but that did it. I neversawa ball of 
fire before, and I hope I may never see one again.” 
‘Watchman Murphy, in common with all the others 
who saw the unusual sight, thought the entire 
meighborhood had been demolished. It was sev- 
eral seconds before he had fully recovered himself, 
and then he saw two policemenrunning. The 
whole neighborhood was aroused, and in a very 
few minutes there were a number of frightened 
jersons in the streets, though the bursting of the 
fiery sphere was followed by a second shower, 
heavier than the first, in which the rain, as persons 
who were exposed to it say, ‘came down in buck- 
etfuls.” 

Thomas Davids, a street car tow-boy, was on his 
aray home, and was running up Bedford-avenue to 
get out of the rain. He reached an awning in 
front of a store, and was aeoetions by a police- 
man, who had found shelter there. His replies 
were aay and when the momentary lull 
came inthe rain he startedon. He had gone about 
two blocks when he saw the ball of fire and heard 
B crash that mado him seize a tree-box for support. 

e believed the entire block on which he was 

ad been destroyed, and expected every second 

hat another bull would come. along, and that 
his car company would have to advertise for a 
new tow-boy. But the second crash did not come, 
end the torrent of rain that followed soon brought 
him to his senses. Inquiry was made at the Gates- 
avenue station-house yesterday, but no officer 
could be found who had actually seen the ball of 
fire. Allthe men on duty that night saw the light 
and heard the crash. Those in the immediate 
neighborhood where the ball burst thought the 
biock had been struck, and were about to givea 
fire alarm when the light disappearea. Mr. W. 
Cooper, of Kosciusko-street, near Bedford-avenue, 
savas on his way home from New-York at the time 
of the explosion. He was about half a mile away 
when the explosion happened. He says he saw the 
ba‘! of fire coming straight down, and looking as 
big as the dome on the Custom-house. It continued 
ro descend till it disappeared, and he Ln < me it 
struck the ground, then there was a terrible explo- 
sion that shook the ground even where he was, and 
smaller balls shot off in various directions. The 
sky was lighted up as bright as day for what 
3eemed several minutes, but was really, no doubt, 
only afew seconds. Newspaper men from New-

THE HORSE SWINDLERS. 


ONE CONVICTED AXD THREE OTHERS HELD 
FOR TRIAL. 

The publication in THz Times of yesterday 
concerning the arrest of Edwara McKnight, Dan- 
jel Brown, Lawrence Gaffney. Daniel Ryan, and 
W. J. Collins, for swindling John J. Rogers, of 
Saugerties, out of $525, brought to the Jefferson 
Market Police Court several other victims of 
these sharpers. Another member of the gang 
was added to the list of prisonersin the person 
of Michael Roach, who was captured by 
Officer Stewart, of the Essex Market Police 


Court. He was brought befere Justice 
Bixby yesterday afternoon, but Rogers failed 
to identify him. Rogers said, however, that he re- 
sembled the man who ‘’steered”’ him from the auc- 
tion mart of Van Tassel & Kearney to the stable at 
No. 89 Bleecker-street, and it is believed that this 
man was Roach’s brother, who is still at large. A 
complaint was made, however, against Roach by 
Jeremiah W. Strong, of East Hartford,Conn. On 
the 30th ult. Strong came to this City to buy a horse, 
and went to a stable at No. 62 West Fifteenth- 
street, where he purchased an animal for $75, 
which was guaranteed as sound, kind, and true. 
The horse was to be delivered at Peck-slip, but be- 
fore he had gone half a dozen blocks he tell in the 
street. He was found to be wind-broken and al- 
most unable to breathe. Strong took him back to 
the stable, and one of the men there offered $5 for 
the animal. He informed the Police, and De- 
tective Schmittberger.of the Twenty-ninth Precinct. 
on the 2d inst. arrested Samuel! Watson, alias Yates, 
alias *‘ Funny Sam,” and Strong identified him as 
one of the men who had swindled him. Watson, 
he said, had so highly praised the horse that he 
thought he was getting a great bargain. The pris- 
oner was held for trial by Justice Bixby, his in- 
dictment followed, and he was convicted yesterday 
before Recorder Smyth in the Court of General 
Sessions. Sentence was deferred, and Strong, the 
complainant was brought to the Jefferson Market 
yesterday to identify those under arrest. On see- 
ing Roach, Strong identified him as the man from 
whom he purchased the horse, and to whom he 
paid the $75, and who afterwards had the audacity 
to offer him $5 for the animal. The accused was 
committed to prison in default of $1,500 bail for 
trial. 

Another complaint wax made against Edward 
McKnight by Pierre D. Van Hoesen, of No. 67 
South-street, who alleges that on the Ist of Janu- 
ary, 1879, in answer to an advertisement he went 
to the stable No. 215 West Fifteenth-street,-to pur- 
chase a horse foraretired merchant Known as Capt. 
E. Spicer. He there met McKnight, who produced 
a good-looking horse, which he represented as a 
superior trotter, who could trot a mile in 2:50. He 
also said that he had driven the horse for three 
years, and he warranted him sound, kind, and true. 
Believing these representations to be true, Van 
Hoesen bought the animal and gave McKnight 
Capt. Spicer’s check for $200. He took the 
horse to Brooklyn, and had a most difficult task 
to get him there, as he reared and kicked 
in the most vicious manner. Capt. Spicer tried him 
on the Boulevard and found that he could not trot. 
Van Hoesen said he trotted with his fore legs and 
and ran with his hind Jegs, and cut up such antics 
that it was impossible to drive him. The complain- 
ant said that the horse could not trot a mile in four 
minutes, and was of little or no value. Finding 
that he could do little or nothing with the animal, 
Var Hoesen brought him back to McKnight and de- 
manded the return of his money. The latter said 
he was rather short of funds, but gave Van Hoesen 
a promissory note for the amount. This note was 
not paid, and the complainant was compelled to 
make good his loss to Capt. Spicer. Since that time 
he had been unable to find McKnight until he saw 
a notice of his arrest in the papers. On this charge 
of false pretenses the prisoner was held for exam- 
ination. : 

Daniel Brown was recognized in court yester- 
day by Octavian Wieland, a weiss beer brewer, of 
No. 212 West. Thirtieth-street, as the man who 
swindled him out of $80 in money and a horse val- 
at $25 under the following circumstances: On the 
ist of June Jjast Wieland went to the stable No. 39 
Bleecker-street, and bought from Brown a horse 
which was represented to him as sound, kind, true, 
and gentle, and for which he gave Brown $80 in cash, 
and another horse valued at $25. The horse was 
broken-winded, and had the heaves so bad that he 
couldn't walk. Wieland took him back to Brown, 
and said he could keep both horses if he would re- 
turn him the money. Brown made the usual ex- 
cuse of being short of funds, and gave Wieland a 
note for $80, payable four days after date. This 
note was not paid. Wieland fully identified 
Brown, and the latter was held for trial in default 
of $1,500 bail. ; 

The conviction of Watsor had a very depressing 
effect upon the prisoners, and there is a prospect 
now that, with proper action on the part of the 
Police, the business will be broken up. ‘ 

Capt. Brogan was asked last night what he had to 
say in regard to Justice Bixby’s letter tohim. He 
said the blotter of his precinct, the Fifteenth, 
would show that he had stationed officers in uni- 
form for three mouths at No. 376 Bowery, for two 
or three months at No. 39 Bleecker-street, and for a 
month at No. 294 Mercer-street, to warn persons 


‘who appeared to be negotiating with the horse 


swindlers that they were dealing with disreputable 
persons. Several arrests were made, but the 
prisoners were not held. In these cases the com- 
plainants were advised by the sitting magistrate to 
sue civilly. In other cases the complainants were 
advised by Capt. Brogan to get warrants 
from a Police court, but they were aimost 
invariably refused a process at the Police Court. 
Justice Bixby spoke of the existence of a gang of 
swindlers at No. 39 Bleeecker-street as if they had 
been carrying on their business openly for a long 
time. This is not true. Capt. Brogan believes 
that numbers of the gang hold a lease for the prem- 
ises, and that occasionally they use them. Capt. 
Brogan claims that it was on his advice that Mr. 
John J. Rogers went to the Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court and made the complaint which prompted 
Justice Bixby’s letter.

RAGE OF A DISCARDED LOVER. 


HE FIRES THREE PISTOL-SHOTS—WERE THEY 
AT HIMSELF OR AT HIS GIRL ? 


Themoleon Cailteau, a young ‘Frenchman, 
who claims to be an educated electrician, was be- 
fore Justice Morgan at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday morning to answer a charge of 
felonious assault. Miss Blanche Siegrist, a young 
and prepossessing woman, accused him with hav- 
ing fired three shots at her on Sunday night with 
intent to take her life, at her mother’s house, No. 


22 Chariton-street. Mrs. Marietta Siegrist, the 
mother, under the stage name of Marie Zan- 
fretti, some years ago was a performer on 
the tight-rope, and her husband was noted 
as a pantomimist. Mrs. Siegrist is reported 
to be well off. She lives in good style in 
Charlton-street, ina house which she owns, and 
Cailteau has boarded there for three months past. 
To Miss Blanche he paid marked attentions, which 
the young woman says were not agreeable to her. 
Both she and her mother frequently told him they 
must cease, but he paid no heed to these warnings, 
and continued his attentions uutil they became 
persecutions. 

On Sunday evening Mrs. Siegrist called him into 
the parlor, and, in the presence of her daughter, 
told him he could no longer remain in the house. 
He was greatly enraged at this, and drew a large 
revolver from his pocket. Miss Siegrist screamed 
and rushed out of the parlor, taking refuge in her 
own room above. While there she heard 
three pistol-shots. The bullets passed through 
the ceiling of the parlor and the floor of the room 
above, but without doing any further damage. 
Mrs. Siegrist said that when her daughter fled from 
the room the young man exclaimed: ‘ Ah, that is 
it. Since you will not give your daughter to me no 
one else shall have her,” and then he deliberately 
fired the three shots through the ceiling of the 
room into the room above, in wkich the footsteps 
of her daughter could be distinctly heard. After 
firing the shots he threw the pistol down and ran 
out of the house, but was subsequently arrested by 
Patrolman Moran, of the Eighth Precinct. 

When arraigned in court the accused listened 
with great interest to the statements of Mrs, Sie- 
em and her daughter, which were interpreted to 

im by the chief Clerk. When asked what he had 
to say he declined to make any statement at pres- 
ent, as he desired first to consult with counsel. 
He was committed to prison for trial in default of 
$3,000 bail. In his cell Cailteau said to a reporter 
that he had been in this City for five years. He 
fell in love with Miss Blanche. and was led to 
believe that his love was reciprocated, as his at- 
tentions were well received, Finally they became 
engaged, and were to be married some time during 
the coming Autumn. He was very happyin his 
a of the future, until he found that 
Miss Blanche was receiving the visits of another 
man. She became cold and distant toward him, 
and he was finally discarded. This treatment en- 
raged him, and when Mrs. Siegrist told him he 
must seek lodgings elsewhere, he was 
mad with rage and despair. Abandoning 
all hope, he determined to kill himself. 
The weapon was rusted, and the spring 
so stiff that in pulling the trigger he was com- 
pelled to use so much force that the weapon was 
diverted from its aim and the bullet ,entered the 
ceiling. Thrice he essayed to shoot ‘himself, but 
with the same result, and then, disgusted with the 
weapon that had so disappointed him, he threw it 
away and fled from the house. Cailteau denied in 
the most positive terms that he intended to shoot 
Miss Siegrist, or that he meant her any harm. The 
prisoner is a man of good education, and is evi- 
dently of respectable connections.

THE REVISED NEW TESTAMENT. 

The Rev. Dr. Philip Schaff, Chairman of the 
American Committee on the Revision of the New 
Testament, declares that the changes made in the 
Bible as indicated in an article published yesterday 
in one of the morning newspapers, are fraudulent. 


“At the very outset,” said Dr. Schaff, ‘‘the article 
begins with a misstatement. It says the publica- 
tion of the ‘Speaker's Commentary’ had brought 
about the revision of the Bible. Now, the 
revision was bequn-as far back ae 1870. 
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while the Commentary was not, published until 
1876. Then the account which follows of the 
changes in the Old Testament is an entire fabrica- 
tion. The revision of the Old Testament will not 
be completed for about four years, and what 
changes have thus far been made are known only 
to the revisers themselves.’’ Dr. Schaff added that 
he was not at liberty to say what the text of the 
revision was, for he was under an obligation of 
secrecy. About 400,000 copies of the revision have 
arrived in this City and will be distributed to the 
book-stores and private subscribers on Friday. 
An attempt to defraud Dr. Schaff out of 
a copy of the revision was made on Sunday. 
On Sunday afternoon a messenger carried to Dr. 
Schaff’s residence a note written on paper of the 
steam-ship Britannic, dated at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel, in this City, and signed Henry Frowde, whois 
the manager‘of the Oxford Press, saying Mr. Frowde 
had just arrived, and that as his baggage, which 
contained numerous copies of the revision, was 
temporarily detained at the steamer, he would be 
greatly obliged by the loan of Dr. Schaff’s copy. 
Dr. Schaff replied that he was very sorry he could 
not comply with the request. He would be glad, 
however, to have Mr. Frowde take tea with him 
that evening, or call at his office in the Bible-house 
the next morning. Mr. Frowde did not call, and 
yesterday afternoon Dr. Schaff learned that Mr. 
oer had not arrived here, and was not ex- 
pected. 


THE SHOT AT VANDEWATER. 


——<—-——_——_ 
NOLAN IN JAIL—BELIEF IN HIS INNOCENCE 
—JUDGE GILDERSLEEVE’S OPINION. 
The mysterious shooting of Andrew W. Van- 
dewater, formerly an officer inthe Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions, and who recently preferred charges 
of corruption to Gov. Cornell against Judge Henry 
A. Gildersleeve, was the chief topic in Police cir- 
cles yesterday, and in the criminal courts it was 
frequently discussed. Vandewater layin his bed 
at his home, No. 219 East Eighty-seventh-street. 
He suffered no pain, seemingly, and read with 
much interest the various accounts of the shooting 
in the morning newspapers. He was visited by 
Surgeon White, but the ball—a very small one— 
was not removed. Itis almost harmless where it 
rests in his shoulder. The wound is a flesh wound, 
no bone having been shattered oratallinjured. Itis 
doubted by some whether the ball would have done 
any serious injury if it had come into contact with 
abone. There is so little powder in one of these 
cartridges that it is doubted whether the clothing 
would have been burned or marked by its explo- 
sion, no matter how close the revolver was held to 
the cloth. 
Police Captain Robbins sent his special officers, 
Farrell and Ross, to Brooklyn yesterday morning 


to secure William Nolan, the man whom Van- 
dewater positively identified on Sunday as 
the one who shot him on Saturday night. 
He was taken before Vandewater yesterday, and 
the officers asked Vandewater to take another 
look at himso that there should be no mistake, as 
an innocent man might be deprived of his liberty. 
‘* Yes, I think he is the one; he looks like the man, 
and I’m pretty sure it is him,” said Vandewater, 
who calmly gazed at Nolan, who was looking 
steadily at him. The prisoner betrayed slight 
anger at Vandewater’s words, and said in the tone 
of one who had been deeply wronged: ‘You 
thinking that lam the man puts meina very bad 
fix. Are you sure I am the man?’ There was 
no audible reply, and the prisoner added: ‘You 
are lying comfortably here in bed, and I suppose I 
must go to jail because you think Iamthe man.” 
Then Nolan turned to go, and the officers accom- 
panied him to the Harlem Police Court, where 
Capt. Robbins had preceded them. There 
Officer Farrell made a formal complaint against 
Nolan for a felonious assault upon Vandawater. 
The Sergeant of the court prepared a subpoena for 
Police Officer O’Rourke, of Brooklyn, who said in 
the Brooklyn court that he saw Nolan at the Ham- 
ilton Ferryin that city at 1 o’clock on Sunday 
morning, the time when Vandewater was shot in 
Second-avenue, between Eighty-sixth and Eighty- 
seventh streets, this City. Subpcenas were aiso 
prepared for two men who said they met Nolan in 
the Great Eastern Hote! at 12 0’clock on Saturday 
night and there drank with him. The Police offi- 
cers and the court officials were satisfied that No- 
lan was not guilty of shooting Vandewater, but 
were compelled to await the appearance of the lat- 
ter in court. A subpoena was then issued for Van- 
dewater, who will probably be in court this morn- 
ing if he is really able to stir about without 
danger. : 

Nolan is a tool-sharpener by trade, and when 
sober is bright and intelligent. He was, he said to 
a Tres reporter, very anxious to have an examina- 
tion. He seemed keenly to feel the disgrace of his 
imprisonment. Referring to Vandewater he said, 
with a slight show of temper, “That man 
ought to be here in my place. He never 
saw me before the time when I was taken to his 
room by the officers, and I never recollect of hav- 
ing seen him anywhere. I certainly never heard 
of him before I was arrested. I never owned or 
carried a revolver in my life. On Saturday after- 
noon I started from Brooklyn for the purpose of 
seeing Tom Booth, a friend of mine in Harlem. I 
came over the Fulton Ferry, and took a Second- 
avenue car at Peck-slip, because the fare was less 
than that of the elevated road. I rode to One Hun- 
dred and Sixth-street, and then went to Cullen’s 
stone-yard at Third-avenue. I called upon Andrew 
Cavanagh, who has a tool-sharpener’s shop there, 
and he said he would have work for me this week. 
Then I went to Tom Booth’s tool shop, at One 
Hundred and Twenty-first-street and First-avenue, 
and with Booth and James Dunn I walked down to 
One Hundred and Seventeenth-street and First- 
avenue. We visited several liquor stores, and 
when I boarded an elevated train at One 
Hundred and _ “Sixteenth-street I was what 
you might call ‘full.’ This was about 
6:30 o’clock in the evening. I should have got off 
at the Fulton Ferry station, but I had fallen asleep 
and rode to the terminus of the road at the Bat- 
tery. There in some manner I lost my hat. 
wandered about in a stupid way through the Bat- 
tery Park, and slept awhile on one of the benches. 
Then I remember I entered the Great Eastern 
Hotel close by. It was midnight, and I suppose I 
attracted attention because I had no hat. I know 
I took several drinks there, and two of the men 
who drank with me are ready to testify to that. 
Then I crossed the ferry, and while staggering 
around on the Brooklyn side came across Police- 
man O’Rourke. The time then, according to a 
statement made by the officer, was exactly 1 
o’clock. I was not arrested, however, until after 
2 o'clock.” 

After Nolan had been locked up Capt. Robbins 
and Officers Farrell and Ross had a consultation 
witn Justice Kilbreth. They said they were satis- 
fied of Nodan’s innocence, and believed that 
Vandewater had _ shot himself. Some of 
the court officers in the General Sessions were 
strongly of opinion that their former fellow-officer, 
Vandewater, did not shoot himself, alleging that 
he was not possessed of sufficient nerve to do such 
a thing. Those who hold to the theory that he 
did commit the act think that from the line of the 
shot, obliquely to the right, he aimed for the 
fieshy portion of his arm, intending merely to in- 
flict a slight wound. Judge Gildersleeve said to 
the reporter éhat he had no doubt that Vandewater 
shot himself, as he believed the young man was 
losing his reason. He argued that it was a distin- 
guishing characteristic of an insane person to be 
cunning, and added that Vandewater had once 
been an inmate of the State Asylum for the Insane 
at Poughkeepsie. The Judge has not made any in- 
vestigation concerning the shooting. He thought 
it very strange, however, that the would-be assas- 
sin, if there was one, should have dropped his re- 
volver on the sidewalk, at the feet of his victim, 
and then escaped. There was no struggle, accord- 
ing to Vandewater’s story, and the assailant might 
have taken the weapon with him, unless pursued. 
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CONEY ISLAND'S NEW PiER. 


THE INJUNCTION RESTRAINING THE WORK 
MODIFIED. 


The Prospect Park and Coney Island Rail- 
road Company acquired some years ago a plot of 
land on Coney Island for railroad purposes—the 
erection of depots, &e. It claimed to own this land 
in fee, and a short time ago leased to the Brighton 
Pier and Navigation Company part of the water- 
front. The piercompany is composed in great 
part of the officers of the railroad company. It be- 
gan the erection of an iron pier 1,000 feet long on 
the leased land. The Trustees of the town of 
Gravesend, to which the land belonged before the 


railroad company acquired it, claim that the latter 
does not own the land in fee, but has only an ease- 
ment in it for railroad purposes. They 
have, therefore, brought a suit to prevent 
the erection of the new pier, on _ the 
round that the railroad company had no right to 
ease land to the Brighton Pier and Navigation 
Comers. Adopting the same claim as the Graves- 
end Trustees, and pleading that he and other stock- 
holders of the railroad company will be injured by 
it, Lysander W. Coffin has begun a suit in the Su- 
preme. Court, in this County. against the Prospect 
Park and Coney Island Railroad Company, the 
Brighton Pier and Navigation Company, Andrew 
R. Culver, and others. Mr. Coffin seeks to annul 
the lease between the two companies. On Satur- 
day last he obtained from Judge Donohue, in Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, a temporary injunction 
against the observance of theterms of the lease 
and against the continuance of work upon the 
new pier. An ex parte application was mude to 
the Sa rang Court, General Term, yesterday, by 
Mr. William C. DeWitt, for an order modifying the 
injunction so far as it delays work upon 
the pier. It was based upon an _ afii- 
davit made by Mr. Jesse Johnson, setting 
forth that Judge Barnard vacated the temporary 
injunction obtained against the pier by the 
Gravesend Trustees; that 480 feet of the structure 
have been built, leaving but 520 feet to be con- 
structed; that the cost of the work is to be $200,000; 
that delay will endanger the Summer business at 
the pier, and perhaps cause a loss of $50,000 to the 
persons interested in it, and that the plaintiff, Ly- 
sander W. Coffin, owns but 10 shares of the Prospect 
Park ahd Coney Island Railroad Company, which 
he Pan 8 on April 29. Upon this affidavit and an 
undertaking in the sum of $2,000, upon which 
Messrs. Andrew R. Culver and Ailan C. Washing- 
ton are the sureties, the General Term modified the 
injunction in the manner wished for.

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MR. TURNER'S MISSING WILL.

VAIN EFFORTS TO FIND IT—THE PAPERS 


MRS. BEECHER DESTROYED. 
Thomas J. Turner, who for over 20 years 
was the Superintendent of the Rey. Henry Ward 
Beecher’s farm, near Peekskill, died on the 5th of 
January last, and left property estimated to be 
worth $10,000. He bequeathed this property, as 


already stated in this paper, by a will drawn by 
Surrogate Owen T. Coffin to several friends and the 
Sunday-school of St. Peter’s Church. He showed tho 
will and read it to several intimate friends. Assoon 
as he died Mrs. Beecher took possession of all his 
goods, and destroyed a large number of papers, 
but she affirms that she found no will. Fortunate- 
ly, the Surrogate kept the original draft of the 
will, and Mr. Fox, one of the Executors, began 
proceedings to have this draft admitted to probate. 
The testimony as to its contents and execution was 
privately taken on Saturday at Peekskill, and only 
made public by the Surrogate at his court yester- 
day morning. 

Thomas Bulger testified that during the year 1880 
he worked for the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher under 
the direction of Mr. Turner. About six weeks be- 
fore he died, Mr. Turner took his will out of a 
trunk, and, after reading it over, said to the wit- 
ness: ‘‘Now, you see, if anything sheuld happen 
to me, I don’t forget my friends.’’ He then asked 
the witness to put it into a tin box ina trunk, 
which he did. He also handed him other valuable 
things to put into thetrunk. After packing the 
trunk the witness locked it and handed Mr. 
Turner the key. The trunk was _ subsequent- 
ly carried over to Mr. Beecher’s new house 
and put into Mr. Turner’s bedroom. When 
Mr. Turner died, Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher, 
Mr. and Mrs. George Dunn, Ann McGovern, Ellen 
Kelly, Valentine Hanf, the Rev. Mr. Lewis, Thomas 
J. Hodgkins, and the witness were present. The 
witness had the the bunch of keys in his pocket at 
the time, having taken them that morning from the 

lace in which he had previously put them. After 
Ker. Turner died Mrs. Beecher asked for 
the keys, which the witness at once gave her. 
The next morning the witness went up to Mrs. 
Beecher, and found that she had a clothes-basket, 
into which she was throwing papers taken from 
Mr. Turner’s writing-desk. She had unlocked the 
desk with the keys he had given her, and told him 
to take the basket of papers to the rag man and 
sell them. He picked up papers that had been torn 
and thrown on the floor and put them into the 
fire. He told Mrs. Beecher he should not have time 
to take the other papers to the rag man that morn- 
ing, but she insisted on his doing so. Accordingly, 
he took them to arag man, who gave him $1 for 


hem. 

Mr. William Beecher and Mrs. Beecher soon 
after opened the trunk, in which were the tin box 
and will. The box was not locked. The witness 
saw Mr. Beecher standing over the trunk and Mrs. 
Beecher with some papers in her hand. Later in 
the day Mr. Beecher asked the witness if he knew 
where Mr. Turner’s will was. He told him it was 
in the tin box in his trunk with some other papers. 
The witness pointed out the box, and Mr. Beecher 
said he had been through it already but had found 
no will. The next day in the afternoon Mrs. 
Beecher told the witness to take another basket of 
papers tothe rag man. He suggested something 
that involved delay, but she insisted that she 
wanted them off the place. He sold them tothe 
rag man for 70 or 80 cents and gave the money to 
her. Surrogate Coffin yesterday afternoon made 
out the necessary papers admitting the draft of 
the will to probate. Other proceedings are likely 
to grow out of the case.
